Dunne proposes $3 head tax on employes

A $3 employe head tax on all busi- 


nesses In Cook County and a "Cook 
County Revenue-Sharing Program" 
were proposed Monday by County 
Board Fres. George W. Dunne. 


Hearings will be held within the 


next two weeks on the proposal, which 
would generate $S4 million in new rev- 
enue, $36 million of which would be 
given to cities and villages and $18 
million to the county under Dunne's 
proposal. 


The new tax would be imposed us- 


ing the home-rule power granted the 
county under the 1970 Illinois Con- 
stitution. County officials said they 
hope the tax will be approved and go 
into effect Oct. 1. 


DUNNE'S PROPOSAL would re- 


quire all businesses in the county with 


GOOD 


more than 15 employes to pay a $3 tax 
for each employe. The tax is identical 
to one which has been in effect in Chi- 
cago for about two years. 


Dunne said Chicago Mayor Richard 


J. Daley has agreed the city would 
repeal its tax, at the time the county 
adopts it, in return for $22.7 million in 
revenue from the county tax. 


Dunne said the county would get $18 


million for its operating budget under 
the new tax, enough to solve the coun- 
ty's problems with the 1977 budget 
without Increasing property taxes. 


Dunne had said last January, when 


the county's 1976 budget was ap- 
proved, the county would need new 
taxes to balance its 1977 budget. Coun- 
ty employes received no cost-of-livmg 
raises in the 1976 budget. 


DUNNE SAID Monday the new rev- 


enue from the head tax will allow 
cost-of-living raises to county employ- 
es to compensate for the lack of 
raises this year. 


Republican County Comr. Carl Han- 


sen of Mount Prospect raised ques- 
tions about the tax, saying it might 
drive business from the county. 


Hansen said he is concerned that 


county businesses will follow the ex- 
ample of Chicago businesses since the 
city tax was enacted. Businesses have 
said they would move out of the city. 
"Tt include the county in this tax 
could cause a significant loss of jobs," 
he said. 


Hansen also said he is concerned 


about possible conflicts which may 
arise if municipalities in the county 
become dependent on county govern- 
ment for money under the revenue- 
sharing program. 


"I question whether municipalities 


shouldn't decide for themselves what 
their revenue needs are instead of re- 
lying on the county," Hansen said. 


DUNNE SAID he does not believe 


the tax will drive business and in- 
dustry out of the county because, "It 
will be a cost of doing business and 
they will be able to deduct it on their 
federal income tax " 


Dunne said that before proposing 


the head tax he and his staff studied 
the possibility of imposing a stock 
transfer tax or of legalizing off-track 
betting in the county 


The county first imposed a new tax 


under its home-rule program last year 
when it imposed a liquor tax over the 
objections of the liquor dealers' asso- 
ciations The liquor tax will bring the 
county an estimated $18 million this 
year.

Expressway land acquisition and 


road repaving represent the major 
projects planned for the Northwest 
suburbs by the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation, according to the agency's 
$543 million, fiscal 1977 highway con- 
struction plant. 


The building plan, which was un- 


veiled Monday in Springfield, includes 
area proposals to: 


• Acquire right-of-way for the pro- 
posed Elgin-O'Hare Expressway, 
Which runs through Schaumburg and 
near Elk Grove Village; 


• Widen the bridge which carries 


Hi, Rte. 72 over 1-90, west of Hoffman 
Estates.

• Acquire right-of-way for an ex- 


tension of 111. Rte. 53, north of Arling- 
ton Heights, Palatine and 
Buffalo 


Grove. 


• Repave five miles of Milwaukee 


Avenue between Sanders and Lake- 
Cook roads north of Des Plaines and 
Mount Prospect and near Wheeling. 


An IDOT spokesman said the proj- 


ects are part of the department's road 
construction plans which begin July 1. 


HE SAID THE work must first be 


approved by the Illinois General As- 
sembly and Gov. Daniel Walker.

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There are no estimates available on 


the cost or the amount of land to be 
purchased for the right-of-way acqui- 
sition projects. 


The Milwaukee Avenue repaving 


work will cost an estimated $1.325 
million. 


The bridge project, which will wid- 


en that structure from two to four 
lanes, carries a $2 million price tag, 
an IDOT spokesman said. 


THE LAND ACQUISITION is part 


of a $7 million package for IDOT's 
District 1, which includes all of the 
Chicago Metropolitan area. 


The announcement of the road con- 


struction plan, which is part of 
IDOT's $1.9 billion fiscal 1976-77 budg- 
et, will enable the legislature to begin 
consideration of the entire package. 


House and Senate consideration are 


certain to be protracted affairs with 
legislators attempting to trim spend- 
ing in some areas, while promoting 
projects in their own district. 


A major fight is brewing about $122 


million appropriation for the Regional 
Transportation Authority. Suburban 
Republican members o the House 
have vowed to strip the funds from 
the bill. 


THE SUBURBAN Republicans, who 


have gained some Democratic sup- 
port, see the effort as the only way 
the suburbs can get a fair share of 
funds from the RTA. 


In announcing the IDOT program, 


Langhorne Bond, secretary of the Illi- 
nois Dept. of Transportation, said the 
construction proposal is the "largest 
in the nation for the second straight 
year."

Bond also said the plan will allow 


Illinois to complete its 1,707 mile 
share of the federal Interstate High- 
way system by June 30,1977. 


He said that of the $543 million, 


$245.9 million is federal funds while 
the bulk of the remainder comes from 
the state tax on gasoline. 


Bond said the number of bridges to 


be repaired in the next year is the 
largest ever planned in the state. 
Nearly $43 million is allocated for 
bridge rehabilitation. The bulk of 
the work is aimed at bridges on town- 
ship or county roads which carry 
school buses. 


The largest portion of the IDOT 


road budget is $10 million for the 
state's share of a bridge between St. 
Louis and Monroe County, just south 
of East St. Louis. 


A spokesman for the Combined 


Counties Police Assn. Monday night 
asked that an outside arbitrator be 
brought in to resolve a dispute over 
union representation for Wheeling vil- 
lage employes 


Leonard Jaglarski, executive vice 


president of the union, said the union 
would like to meet with the board be- 
fore next Monday to discuss 
arbi- 


tration He also called on the board to 
hold an election to determine whether 
village employes want to have union 
representation. Trustees denied Jag- 
larsW's request, saying they will 
stand by an earlier decision not to 
recognize the union and its affiliate, 
the Assn. of Independent Municipal 
Employes. 


JAGLARSKI SAID employes were 


seeking representation "to have pro- 
fessional people represent their inter- 
ests " 


"Problems you are confronted with 


are the problems of today. The em- 
ployes are only asking for the same 
benefits you have," he said. 


Jaglarski said that if the board 


"chooses to make a fight, let the chips 
fall where they may 


"We want to meet with the board 


to stave off that kind of situation. We 
just want to resolve the problem," he 
said 


"If it comes to a battle, the only 


answer I can give to employes is 
there is going to be a fight. It's a sad 
day when the only casualty will be the 
citizens of Wheeling." 


BOTH TRUSTEES and members of 


the CCPA accused each other of is- 
suing "veiled threats" to village em- 
ployes. Both sides denied the charges. 


Wheeling village 
employes 
will 


meet Thursday with the CCPA, Jag- 
larski said, adding the group would 
"consider all alternatives." 


Tad Leach, chairman of the employ- 


es' wage and salary committee, ac- 
cused trustees of creating "an atmos- 
sphere of distrust and of disdain." 


He said that employes "hate been

doors, closed ears and closed minds " 
His statement was greeted by ap- 
plause and a standing ovation by the 
35 employes attending the meeting. 


Union employes 
picket village 


About 35 Wheeling employes Mon- 


day picketed the village hall to protect 
the village board's refusal to recog- 
nize their union 


The picketers, mostly members of 


the police and fne departments, car- 
ried signs protesting low salaries and 
poor working conditions. 


The signs included, "The village 


board is to negotiations what Attila 
the Hun is to civilization;" "Repre- 
sentation as agreed — CCPA;" "We 
didn't mismanage the money;" and, 
"Executive sessions get out of the 
backroom " 


THE EMPLOYES PICKETED the 


village hall, 255 W Dundee Rd., for 
two hours before the regular board 
meeting. Their signs were greeted by 
honking horns from passing motorists, 
and an occasional "Give em hell." 


Tad Leach, chairman of the em- 


ploye wage and salary committee, 
said members of the Combined Coun- 
ties Police Assn., will "go to whatever

Lebanese conflict escalates to war 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPD —Syrian 


MIG jets strafed Beirut with missiles 
Monday and a column of Damascus' 
tanks and troops pushing across Leba- 
non's central mountains ran into 
heavy rocket and mortar fire from 
Moslem leftists. 


Fierce fighting on four fronts mush- 


roomed the conflict over Syria's inter- 
vention in Lebanon to all-out war. 


Rival factions battled in the smok- 


ing streets of the capital and civilians 
ran for cover while mortars and 
shells slammed into houses and shops 


throughout the city. 


Beirut's airport, in the middle of a 


no-man's-land of battling guerrillas, 
was closed until further notice, cut- 
ting off the city's contact with the out- 
side world, 


A Damascus Radio broadcast moni- 


tored in Cairo, meantime, said a 
cease-fire was organized in Lebanon's 
civil war to take effect at 11 p m. 
Monday (5p.m. EDT) but a Pales- 
tinian spokesman in Cairo discounted 
the report. 


Damascus radio said, "A com- 


mittee is to be set up immediately by 
the PLO (Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization) to take the necessary mea- 
sures for policing the truce. 


Palestinian spokesmen said Syria 


brought two fresh battalions of ar- 
mored troops into Lebanon Monday Jp 
strengthen the invasion force of 12,000 
men already in the country. Rightist 
and independent sources could not 
confirm the report, however. 


A strike force of several hundred 


Syrian troops and about 20 tanks

Jack Siegel recommended that the 
board reinstate the policy of enforcing the state curfew law because 
the appellate court decision is being appealed, and therefore is not 
in effect. Siegel also predicted that the Illinois Supreme Court will 
overturn the appellate court ruling this fall.

Monday night to protest the village board's refusal to recognize 
their union. The employes picketed in front of the hall, 255 W. 
Dundee Rd., for two hours before the regular board meeting. In 
1970, the police staged a 12-day strike to gain recognition for the 
Combined Counties Police Assn. Tad Leach, chairman of the em- 
ploye wage and salary committee, said members of the union will 
"go to whatever lengths we have to get recognized." Union officials 
say more than 80 per cent of the village's 35 policemen and 80 per 
cent of the 17 firefighters belong to the Assn. of Independent Munic- 
ipal Employes, a CCPA affiliate.

Tax on interest, dividends urged 


Internal Revenue Commissioner Donald Alexander said Monday 


that taxes should be withheld from interest and dividends just as 
they are withheld from paychecks. Alexander, in testimony to the 
Senate Finance Committee, said the Treasury is losing billions of 
dollars in revenue because thousands of Americans do not report 
interest on savings accounts, U.S. savings bonds, private loans and 
other similar transactions. However, a spokesman for the Treasury 
Department said the administration still did not have a firm posi- 
tion on what to do about the problem, 


Evidence shows Hays innocent: aide 


An aide to Rep. Wayne L. Hays said on the eve of Ohio's primary 


election the congressman has "massive evidence" to prove his in- 
nocence of charges he used federal money to finance a mistress. 
Carol Clawson, Hays' press secretary, said in a telephone interview 
Monday "We have a lot of evidence, we are just very anxious to 
obtain a legal forum to present it." Mrs. Clawson also said the 
congressman would probably put off until next week a decision 
whether to step down "temporarily" as chairman of the powerful 
House Administration Committee. 


Flood waters run course in Idaho 


Flood waters set loose by the collapse of the Teton dam in Idaho 


ran their course Monday toward the huge American Falls Reser- 
voir after a two-day rampage that crumbled houses, smashed 
bridges, and drove nearly 40,000 persons from their homes. In its 
wake along the Teton and Snake rivers the flood left an 80-mile 
path of destruction estimated to have cost more than half a billion 
dollars. Six persons were dead, and there were reports of other 
bodies floating downstream. The number of missing was set at 153, 
and 163 injured.

No U.S. POWs in Vietnam: Hanoi 


No American prisoners of war are still alive in Vietnam, North 


Vietnam said Monday, and any claim to the contrary is erroneous. 
Hanoi has refused to discuss the 2,550 Americans still missing in 
Indochina or repatriating their remains unless and until Washing- 
ton resumes talks on paying for the damages caused by the In- 
dochina war. 


Kissinger arrives in Santiago 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger arrived in Santiago, Chile 


Monday for a series of meetings he hopes will improve U.S. credi- 
bility with the developing world, particularly Latin America. Kis- 
singer said in a brief statement that "the strengthening of the ties 
between the countries of the Western Hemisphere is one of the 
principle objectives of U.S. foreign policy." He was welcomed by 
Foreign Minister Patricio Carvajal, under routine security mea- 
sures.

rolled west on the winding Damascus- 
B e i r u t mountain highway. They 
apparently met little resistance until 
they ran into a leftist ambush near 
Bhamdoun, 15 miles east of Beirut. 


For the first time in Syria's week- 


old push into northern and eastern 
Lebanon, Syrian MIG jets screamed 
into battle, strafing leftist and Palesti- 
nian positions in the Bhamdoun area. 
But the leftists, putting up a desper- 
ate defense with rockets and mortars, 
destroyed four Syrian tanks to slow 
the invading column's advance, west- 
ern newsmen.reporting from Bham- 
doun said. 


The latest reports reaching Beirut 


said fierce fighting was still under 
way between the leftist defenders and 
the Syrian column trying to reach 
Bhamdoun.

Court rules on federal power plants 
U.S. enforces state pollution laws 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Su- 


preme Court ruled Monday that states 
have no authority to enforce their air 
and water pollution laws against fed- 
erally owned power plants such as the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. 


In a pair of 7-2 decisions, the high 


court said that although federal facil- 
ities must comply with state pollution 
standards, the states have no power 
to require that they obtain licenses or 
to shut them down when state stan- 
dards are not met. 


Justice Byron R. White, who wrote 


both rulings, said Congress could 
override the court's decision with 
more specific language granting per- 
mit and enforcement powers to the 
states. 


Kentucky, California and Washing- 


ton argued unsuccessfully that since 
federal law required or permitted 
states to design their own pollution 
standards, there was an implied right 
from Congress to enforce the stan- 
dards against federal facilities. 


But White said that in the absence of 


"clear and unambiguous language" in 
the law, the courts would not infer a 


congressional intent to sacrifice feder- 
al authority over federally owned pro- 
perty. 


The ruling means that although fed- 


eral power plants are required under 
federal laws to meet slate pollution 
tests, unless Congress amends the 
laws, any enforcement will be up to 
the federal agencies supervising the 
facilities. 


The Justice Department told the Su- 


preme Court' that its ruling in the air 
pollution case brought by Kentucky 
would resolve similar suits pending in 
Illinois, Pennsylvania, Tennessee and 
California. 


Kentucky had brought suit to force 


the TVA, the Army and the Atomic 
Energy Commission (now the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission) to obtain 
state permits to pollute the air. Wash- 
ington and California asked the court 
to overturn an Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency decision exempting feder- 
al facilities from state water pollution 
permit requirements. 


The opinions were among seven 


handed down Monday, and the court 
announced it would convene again 


Thursday for more rulings — in- 
dicating the justices are anxious to 
clear up a record backlog of cases be- 
fore the scheduled end of the term 
this month. 


In other action Monday, the jus- 


tices: 


• Ruled unanimously that ranchers 


in arid Death Valley may not irrigate 
their lands so as to threaten the water 
level in Devil's Hole, the government- 
owned cave where the world's only 
surviving pupfish live. 


• Ruled 
unanimously that con- 


sumer advocate Ralph Nader, one of 
over 70,000 persons who annually lose 
their reserved airline seats because of 
overbooking, can sue Allegheny Air- 
lines for damages in federal court 
without waiting for a Civil Aeronaut- 
ics Board regulation on the practice. 


Atty. Reuben B. Robertson III of

Mexico jolted by 'kick of a mule1 quake 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) — A powerful earthquake with 


the "kick of a mule" sliced along a 255-mile zone of 
southwestern Mexico Monday, between this inland capi- 
tal and Acapulco on the Pacific Coast, injuring at least 
five persons and causing scattered damage. 


Striking at the rush hour of 8:27 a.m. with a force of 


6.6 on the open-ended Richter scale, it sent frightened 
residents and tourists here running into the streets from 
buildings and hotels. Others said they swayed dizzily in 
creaking buildings. 


One resident compared the jolt to "the kick of mule." 
Broken windows, cracked walls and several small 


fires caused by electrical short-circuits were reported 
in Mexico City where the tremors lasted for at least 
three minutes. 


Some traffic lights were knocked out, causing traffic 


snarls, and some buildings were left without electric 
power. 


In'the UPI office, on the 12th floor of a downtown 


building, a window pane shattered. Maps and pictures 
on the walls moved in jerky motions and file cabinet 
drawers snapped open. 


There were reports of an earlier quake at about 3:45 


a.m. but it apparently was not recorded. 


First casualty reports came from Chilpancingo, capi- 


tal of the Pacific coast state of Guerrero, near the 
epicenter of the jolt. 


Chilpancingo is 130 miles south of Mexico City. Five 


persons, ranging in age from nine months to age 65, 
were hurt by falling walls in Chilpancingo, according to 
authorities. 


Three school classrooms collapsed in Chilpancingo but 


a possible catastrophe was averted because children 
were assembling in an outside patio at the time, police 
said. No one was injured. 


Chilpancingo police also said a motorist was "sha- 


ken" off the road outside the city by the force of the 
quake, but suffered no injuries. 


The University of Mexico's Geophysical Study Center 


recorded the quake at "more than six" on the Richter 
scale. The United States Geological Survey at Golden, 
Colo., said it was 6.6. 


By comparison, the earthquake which devastated 


neighboring Guatemala last Feb. 4 was 7.5 on the Rich- 
ter scale. 


Both quake centers put the epicenter of the Monday 


jolt in the general area of Chilpancingo. 


At the Pacific resort of Acapulco, about 65 miles 


south of Chilpancingo, the quake was felt only slightly, 
authorities said. 


Bicentennial year's final primaries today

President Ford and Ronald Reagan 


mounted frenzied campaigns Monday 
on the eve of the bicentennial year's 
final primaries in California, Ohio and 
New Jersey which could leave the two 
candidates for the GOP presidential 
nomination close to a deadlock. 


Jimmy Carter battled liberals Mor- 


ris Udall, Frank Church and Edmund 
Brown on three fronts in a bold bid to 
put him within striking distance of the 
Democratic nomination on the first 
ballot. 


In the increasingly bitter battle for 


the Republican 
nomination, Ford 


made a final all-out push in Ohio. 


Reagan flew his chartered jet to key 
points in California. 


Carter shuttled from Ohio to New 


Jersey in a last-minute campaign de- 
signed to bolster his delegate lead to a 
point — around 1,200 — that would kill 
off his active opposition and keep Hu- 
bert Humphrey from jumping into the 
race. 


A relentless Udall and an exhausted 


Church concentrated on Ohio,'hoping 
to stop Carter in the large industri- 
al state. Brown campaigned in New 
Jersey. 


The last three of the record-setting 


32 primaries offered huge harvests of 
delegates — 540 for the Democrats 
and 331 for the Republicans or about 


one third of the number needed for 
nomination in each party. 


Going into the primaries, Ford held 


823-690 lead over Reagan in the num- 
ber of pledged delegates with 1,130 
needed for nomination. Carter was far 
ahead of the Democratic field with 911 
of the 1,505 required to win. Udall was 
a distant second with 306. 


The three-state showdown between 


Reagan and Ford appeared to shape 
up like this: 


• Reagan, the state's former gover- 


nor, appeared well ahead in Califor- 
nia's winner-take-all primary and 
should add 167 delegates. 


• Ford was favored in Ohio, despite 


a weekend of campaigning by Rea- 


gan. But the conservative crusader 
hopes to win somewhere around a 
third of the state's 97 delegates. 


• In New Jersey, Reagan is not 


challenging in the "beauty contest" 
preferential contest and has not au- 
thorized a delegate slate although 
there is one called "Former Calaifor- 
nia Governor." Ford also does not 
have a slate for the 67 New Jersey 
delegates but the uncommitteds are 
virtually all his. 


On the Democratic side, the three 


primaries look like this: 


• Brown was a big favorite in his 


home state of California and the latest 
Field poll shows him winning 51 per 
cent to 20% for Carter and a trickle 


for others. The 280 delegates are the 
largest single bloc and will be appor- 
tioned among the candidates on the 
basis of the statewide popularity poll, 
giving Carter a shot at a sizable share 
even with a second-place finish. 


• Carter is favored to annex Ohio, 


giving him his 18th primary victory 
and the largest proportion of the 152 
delegates. Udall and Church are ex- 
pected to split the liberal and anti- 
Carter vote. 


• In New Jersey, Carter is not se- 


riously challenged in the preferential 
c o n t e s t . But his delegates are 
matched against an 
uncommitted 


slate, pledged to both Brown and 
Humphrey.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The United 


States said Monday it would offer $2 
billion to the British government to 
help buttress the sinking pound ster- 
ling. 


The United States joined nine of 


Britain's other trading partners in of- 
fering to put up a total of $5 3 billion 
to rescue the pound which has dipped 
as low as $1.70 on international ex- 
changes in the past week. 


It was the first time since the late 


1960s the United States intervened in 
international currency markets to 
support the pound, whose purchasing 
power in world markets has declined 


40 per cent in less than six years. 


UNDER TERMS of the agreement, 


the United States will exchange $2 bil- 
lion for pounds at the existing ex- 
change rate. The pound stood at about 
$172 before the swap arrangement 
was announced. 


Treasury Sec. William E. Simon 


said the swap would cost U.S. tax- 
payers nothing. 


He said 
the Federal Reserve 


frequently intervenes in foreign ex- 
change markets to maintain stability 
of other currencies as well as the dol- 
lars. 


The primary beneficiaries in the 


United States will be investors and 
businesses with substantial pound 
holdings, Simon said. 


HE SAID he did not believe the 


swap arrangement would go beyond 
three months, although the British 
have an option of extending for six 
months. 


Simon said "only the market can 


determine" whether the British would 
use the full $5.3 billion offered. 


The British government will pay the 


United States an interest rate equiva- 
lent to the Treasury bill rate, cur- 
rently about 5.8 per cent, for the inter- 
vention.

Friday, dropped 5.81 points to 958.09, the lowest level 
since it finished at 950.57 on Feb. 17. The blue-chip 
average lost 11.33 points last week. 


Analysts attributed the loss to the fact fliat most of 


the nation's major banks, with the exception of First 
National of Chicago, have raised their prime rate a 
quarter point to TMt per cent since Friday. The prime 
rate has risen a half point in less than two weeks, they 
noted. 


THE INCREASES partly reflected the Federal Re- 


serve Board's recent credit tightening to combat a ic- 
cent inflationary surge in the nation's money supply. 
The money supply has leveled off the past couple of 
weeks, however. 


The setback was widespread. Standard & Poor's 500- 


stock index lost 0.52 to 98.63, the NYSE common stock 
index fell 0.26 to 52.52 and the averqge price of an 
NYSE common share decreased by 16 cents.

Encephalitis 
peril told by 
Lake County 


by LORI OLSZEWSKI 


Mosquito season is coming to Lake 


County and the Lake County Health 
Dept. is asking all municipalities and 
citizens to participate in a county- 
wide encephalitis prevention program. 


Last year, 1,171 Illinois residents 


were infected with St. Louis encepha- 
litis, a mosquito-transmitted illness. 
Fift-two of those persons died. 


At a press conference to launch the 


encephalitis prevention program, Ste- 
ven Potsic, director of the Lake Coun- 
ty Health Dept., said, "Lake County 
shouldn't be lulled into a false sense of 
security just because none of last 
year's encephalitis cases occurred 
within county limits. Cook County is 
too close to be ignored." 


POTSIC SAID prevention is very 


important because there is no cure for 
the disease. Once a person has been 
infected, doctors can only provide 
supportive care, to try and stabilize 
the patient's condition and relieve his 
symptoms, Potsic said. 


In the early stages of the disease, 


those symptoms include fatigue, fever 
and a headache. Most patients recov- 
er from those symptoms within a few 
days without harmful effects. How- 
ever, Potsic said, the infection be- 
comes serious if those symptoms per- 
sist and are accompanied by a feeling 
of 
disorientation, 
memory lapses, 


tremors or convulsions. 


If the viral infection enters the more 


serious stage, Potsic said, the patient 
may experience permanent damage 
to his kidneys, liver, lungs and brain. 
Approximately 10 per cent of the 
eases are fatal. Most of those cases 
involve infants and the elderly. 


THE COUNTY has already begun 


its prevention program by eliminating 
mosquitos in their breeding places 
while they're still larvae. 


The larvae are killed by spilling a 


small amount of oil on their breeding 
sites to cut off their oxygen supply. 
The oil evaporates in 24 to 48 hours. 


The Illinois Dept. of Public Health 


also is trying to control encephalitis 
by monitoring the birds who transfer 
the disease to the mosquitos. 


JOHN MOCK, a county entomolog- 


ist, said the cooperation of individuals 
is important because the Culex mos- 
quito, which is the carrier, is "home- 
grown-." 


For laying its eggs, the Culex fa- 


vors temporary pools and standing 
water such as flower pots, old tires, 
improperly drained gutters and vases 
holding cut flowers or cuttings. Mock 
suggests a backyard clean-up pro- 
gram to eliminate those breeding 
grounds. 


"Those mosquitos usually never 


travel more than two miles from their 
birthplace, so what you and y.our 
neighbors do in your own backyard 
will determine the success of pre- 
vention," Mock said. 


Garage owners are advised to spray 


the insides of standing tires with oil. 
Homeowners are advised to use oil, 
never gasoline, if water collects near 
their lawns. 


To eliminate the mosquitos that 


survive these initial efforts, the coun- 
ty and municipalities plan to "fog" 
areas during the critical periods in 
July and August.

Recovery of muscle 


fatigue is variable 


Dear Dr. Lamb — How long <1o you have to rest before you 


regain your strength after exercise? After I have done some ex- 
ercise I seem to need to rest quite a long time before I can resume 
exercising. I'm trying to get in shape but want to do It the right 
way. 


Dear Header — Fatigue is difficult to measure and quantitate. 


Sometimes It is related to psychological factors and other times to 
metabolic factors. 


Laboratory studies of measuring muscle strength have shown 


that if you fatigue a muscle it will take about 45 minutes for it to 
recover Its strength completely. 


Under ideal circumstances, though, the muscle will regain about 


70 per cent of its strength within 30 seconds and will be recovered 
enough to contract to 85 per cent of normal within seven and a half 
minutes. 


Work studies have shown that it is better not to work to exhaus- 


tion and then rest. You will be able to do more work by stopping 
and resting a few minutes before you are excessively fatigued. The 
rest period to recover is much shorter when you use this method. 


ANYONE INTERESTED in exercise should understand how the 


muscles work. I am sending you an issue of The Health Letter 
number 1-9, Exercise, Muscles, which will give you a basic infor- 
mation about muscles and how they work.

Dear Dr. Lamb — What would yo do if a child's mother had 


been given DES while carrying her baby? 


My daughter was home on vacation and she has been depressed 


after learning and hearing about effects on a girl born to a mother 
on this drug. My daughter's girl is now 13, and she is sure she was 
given DES when she was pregnant. 


I talked to our family doctor about it after she left. His advice 


was to ignore it. He said, if she had been given the drug what could 
you do about it? 


That is the reason I asked you the question. Would you please 


give me an answer? 


Dear Reader — With all due respect to your doctor if he really 


told you to forget about it I can't agree with him. This is certainly 
a real danger and your daughter is right to be concerned. 


What should she do? She should take her daughter to her gyneco- 


logist right now and have a check-up. Then her daughter should be 
followed carefully for an early sign of any malignancy. I hope she 
never develops one but the truth is that daughters of mothers who 
took dlethylstilbesterol (DES) to maintain a pregnancy now face 
the possibility that the daughter might develop cancer of the va- 
gina. It is a rare but very dangerous cancer. The best safeguard is 
the earliest possible detection, and if it should occur, immediate 
treatment. A delay could be fatal. 


Incidentally there is now evidence that male babies may also 


have some abnormalities as a result of DES being given to the 
mother. Fortunately the changes that are suspect do not include 
cancer.

House ends wrangling; 
OKs school aid formula 


The Illinois House, after days of 


wrangling and parliamentary 
in- 


fighting, Monday shaped a school aid 
formula bill which would primarily 
benefit Chicago and downstate unit 
districts. 


The measure would provide about 


$102.9 million in additional state aid 
next year than the current school aid 
formula if the formula is fully funded. 
Of the increase, $28.9 million would go 
to Chicago and $56.5 million would be 
shared by the state's other unit dis- 
tricts. 


Elementary districts would get $17.4 


million and high school districts would 
receive $59,000. 


It is unlikely, however, that the leg- 


islature will approve enough school 
aid money to fully fund the formula. 


The final touches were put on the 


measure in the form of an amend- 
ment by Rep. Michael McClain, 
D-Qulncy. That amendment would 
change the formula to make it easier 
for those districts to qualify for max- 
imum state aid. 


Other provisions which already 


were in the bill include: 


• Permission for wealthy districts 


to Increase their education tax rates 
without losing state aid. 


• Permission for districts to in- 


clude their transportation tax rates in 
their state aid calculations, which 
would make It easier for them to qual- 
ify for maximum aid. 


• Calculation of attendance figure 


on the basis of an average of the past 
three years, rather than merely the 
past year's figure. 


Highway worker funds OK 


Gov. Daniel Walker Monday signed 


into law a bill appropriating $3.1 mil- 
lion to pay 3,000 state Dept. of Trans- 
portation workers who were sent lay- 
off notices last week. 


Walker's action allows the employ-

Skiing among pleasures of Austria — 


but there's more to this country

AUSTRIA—Savoring the last drop of wine served with 


on Inimitable Austrian feast, a native Tyrolean friend 
put down his glass, turned and said with a wink, "Here 
we don't just live life —we reach out and gr-r-rab it!" 


It's true. Hale and hearty, the robust Austrians worS 


hard, play hard and laugh often. Their enthusiasm for 
the simple pleasures is contagious: An exhilarating af- 
ternoon's skiing high in the mountains followed by an 
evening of good food, pleasant company and a dose of 
Tyrolean merriment and you're hooked. 


The pleasures, including skiing, are there for enjoying 


year-round and Austrians like nothing better than to 
share all the fun with their guests. Whether you choose 
inexpensive "pensions" run by families in the many 
small Alpine hamlets, the adventure of staying in a 
medieval castle-hotel or the modern luxury of the ele- 
gant Vienna Hilton, you'll find the same warm hospital- 
ity and hosts anxious to please. 


SOMETIMES CALLED the most European of coun- 


tries. Austria, a once-mighty empire, preserves its heri- 
tage and traditions with strong national pride. The 
great cities — Vienna. Salzburg, Innsbruck — are as 
cosmopolitan and sophisticated as any in Em-ope, but 
life in the rural areas remains much as it has been for 
centuries. 


Many Tyrolean ski areas are within a walk or short 


ride by train or car from the picturesque rural hamlets. 
The trains serve nearly all ski areas with frequent runs, 


The availability of inexpensive rail transportation, 


plus the fact that hotel and pension rates are usually 
lower if you stay at least seven days, makes it wise to 
pick one village as home base while you're in Austria 
and then plan short side trips to other areas. 


On a nine-day trip to the Tyrol late in February, our 


group had a chance to see five very different ski areas 
in the Tyrol plus some of the sights of Vienna. Each of 
the ski resorts, besides offering a certain brand of ski- 
ing, has its own unique personality. 


ALL OF TYROL'S highest ski resorts are situated in 


the Oetzal Alps. The season here is considered to last 
from the beginning of December through the first of 
June, but Alpine skiing at the top altitudes is available 
year-round. 


In these mountains, one of the most popular resorts is 


Hochsolden. connected to the village of Solden below by 
a chairlift and a narrow, winding road that allows only 
one-way traffic. Each hour, the direction of traffic is 
reversed on this treacherous path that is almost as 
much of a thrill as schusssing down some of the more 
challenging ski runs. The Oetz Valley Glacier Cable- 
way, Austria's highest cablecar. goes to several slopes 
that can be skied until the end of May. 


The high altitude of Hochsolden (about 7,900 feet 


above sea level) makes the area fun for both skiers and 
sun worshippers. Lounge chairs outside the restaurants 
at the mid-station and summit are always filled with 
people enjoying a cup of mulled wine or a beer while 
they catch a few rays. 


Solden, in the heart of the Oetzal and Stubai Alps, is a 


winter holiday resort town with a variety of shops and 
several cafes and bars for tea-dancing and relaxing in a 
friendly. Tyrolean atmosphere. 


TEA-DANCING IS one of the great Tyrolean customs. 


It has been described to me as the "mating ritual" 
among skiers in Austria. The ritual involves stopping 
by a local gathering spot for late-afternoon apres-ski 
coffee and a pastry or maybe a drink for purposes of 
meeting someone with whom to spend the evening. The 
dancing is incidental. 


There are a number of popular ski trains that connect 


Solden-Hochsolden with the area of Zwieselstein about 
2H miles away. 


The regions of Vent and Obergurgl, also in the Oetzal 


Alps, are other popular areas for ski-touring. Vent is a 


Look up a friend

at 15 different ski resorts throughout the Tyrol who is 
there to help you get the most out of your vacation. 


Host to more U.S. skiers than any other part of Eu-

More than likely, your "best friend" in each resort 


will be someone who grew up skiing the mountains sur- 
rounding the village. It might be former Olympic skiing 
champion Rikki Spiess-Mahringers, who's the American 
Skier's Best Friend in Mayrhoverr or a Tyrolean folk- 
lore expert like Iggi Praxmair of Kitzbuhel. 


ALL OF THE "best friends" speak English, of 


course, because it's their job to answer any and all 
questions American skiers might have — such as where 
to find the best snow, the easiest way to get to the 
slopes and how to avoid runs you might not be able to 
handle once you get up there. 


The "best friends" can also tell you how to enjoy 


yourself off your skis, too, with a dip in an indoor pool 
at Kleinwalsertal, a lively tea dance in one of the res- 
taurant/bars in Obergurgl or in the casino in Seefeld. 


In case there's a problem over a hotel bill you do not 


understand or you have a gripe about something, talk it 
over with your "best friend," That's another part of the 
job. 


When you arrive at any of the 15 Tyrol resorts par- 


ticipating in the American Skiers' Best Friends pro- 
gram, a letter should be waiting in your hotel room or 
gasthaus from the person who has volunteered to be the 
official "best friend" of all American visitors. The let- 
ter will tell you where to meet him or her, probably at 
the local tourist office. 


On your first night in town, join your "best friend" at 


the "American Table" reserved in one of the local gath- 
ering spots and sign the official American guest regis- 
ter that automatically makes you eligible for the Free 
Vacation Sweepstakes. If your name is drawn at the 
end of the season, you'll get a chance to come back to 
Austria for a week with all expenses paid. 


The American Skiers' Best Friends program is spon- 


The Chi- 
cago branch is located in the Standard Oil Building, 
Suite 5130, 200 E. Randolph St., Chicago. 


small, centuries-old village with beautiful Catholic 
churches displaying medieval works of art. 


Obergurgl is called the "glacier village" of Austria 


and offers year-round skiing. It also is considered to be 
a little more trendy than the other Oetzal Alps resorts 
because of the large number of cafes and night spots 
that are popular with the single set. 


BOTH THE SKI areas of Obergurgl and Hochgurgl, 


which is higher up still, get their names from the bab- 
bling mountain streams that do, indeed, "gurgle" All of 
the areas in the Oetzal Alps are served several times a 
day by bus from the Oetztal express train station, Col- 
lectively, they have the reputation of having excellent 


practice slopes and instruction for beginning skiers plus 
ski trails and runs for advanced ski tourists and down- 
hill enthusiasts. 


No matter where you ski in the Tyrol, it is almost 


mandatory to go with a guide or someone who knows 
the mountains. Although trails in some areas are well- 
marked, many are not and getting lost can be very 
dangerous. 


Some of the best glacier skiing in the Oetz-Stubai Alps 


region is at Neustift, where the long, wide open gentle 
runs are in use year-round. 


The center of tourism in the-Stubai Valley, Neustift 


has numerous mountain lodges and quaint alpine inns. 
The glacier is reached by cablecar. For nightlife, the 
Olympic city of Innsbruck is just 16 miles away with 
bus transportation available. 


THE VILLAGE of Mayrhofen in the Zillertal Valley, 


popular with families both in winter and in summer, 
has a ski mountain on each side. Both are served by 
cablecars that are within walking distance of a number 
of hotels and pensions. There's also a free ski bus that 
circulates through the village all day long. 


Ex-Olympian Rikki Spiess-Mahringer is codirector of 


the ski school and runs the mountain-top children's nur- 
sery. She's also the American Skier's Best Friend in 
Mayrhofen and well-acquainted with the 13 miles of ski 
runs. 


A lively town, Mayrhofen has a number of stores and 


shops as well as a community sauna (men's and ladies' 
nights alternate), a movie, plus several excellent res- 
taurants. 


Rich and hearty, Austrian food is one of the country's 


biggest drawing cards. Specialties such as goulash- 
suppe, weiner schnitzel, venison dishes and the in- 
comparable Austrian pastries reflect the influences of 
other countries that were once part of the Austro-Hun- 
garian Empire. Both noon and evening meals are al- 
ways sumptuous and prices in restaurants nearly every- 
where are reasonable. 


FROM MAYRHOFEN, it's fun in the summertime to 


take the Zillertalbahn narrow guage steam locomotive 
from the village to Zel-Ziller, just outside Kitzbuhel. 
Friendly engineers will let you drive the hobby train 
and blow the whistle. 


Kitzbuhel, home of numerous Olympic and world ski 


champions, is the oldest commercial ski center in 
Austria and world-renowned for its innumerable prac- 
tice slopes served by 78 cablecars, mountain railways, 
chairlifts and T-bars. 


The resort is one of the few ski spots in Austria where 


chairlifts are used extensively. Our guide, Gerhard 
Markus of the Austrian National Tourist Office in New 
York, said it is felt that T-bars are safer for getting 
around on the slopes because they keep the leg muscles 
in use and therefore, warm. Chairlifts, Markus said, 
can be more likely to cause a skier to develop muscle 
cramps from riding them in the crisp mountain air. 


A cosmopolitan city, "Kitz" is the favorite of the ski- 


ing jet set for its wide variety of chic shops and ex- 
citing nightlife in the bars, discotheques and casino. 


ACCOMMODATIONS IN Kitzbuhel range from in- 


expensive rooms in private homes and "bed and break- 
fast" pensions to many first-class hotels. 


In Kitzbuhel as well as in many other places through- 


out the Tyrol, rates for accommodations, cable railways 
and ski lifts are lower in summer and up until Christ- 
mas. After the holidays, prices usually go down again 
during January and until Easter. Advance reservations 
are absolutely necessary during the Christmas and Eas- 
ter seasons. 


Trans World Airlines offers a number of ski packaged 


tours to Austria. The schedule of tours to be scheduled 
during the 1976-77 season will be available later this 
summer. For information, contact your travel agent or 
TWA. 


A number of other trans-Atlantic airlines besides 


TWA also serve Austria with the nearest airports to the 
Tyrol region in Munich and Zurich. There is also an 
airport in Vienna. No visa is required to enter the coun- 
try, just a valid passport. 


Despite Bicentennial celebrations 


increase seen in travel to Europe

The U.S. Bicentennial celebra- 


tions are expected to have little ef- 
fect on American travel to Europe 
this year. 


In fact, the European Travel 


Commission already is forecasting 
an increase of about 10 per cent 
over 1975, when more than three 
million Americans visited the con- 
tinent. 


The strengthening of the U.S. 


dollar on the foreign exchange 
markets was cited as one key fac- 
tor in the upturn, which the ETC 
said began last fall. Figures re- 
leased by the U.S. Passport Office 
showed travel to Europe up 7 per 
cent in September, 14 per cent in 
October, and 12 per cent in No- 
vember compared with 1974. 


The new low-cost One-Stop Tour 


Charters and other cost-cutting 
special air fares and tour pack- 
ages also are expected to help 
make Europe a popular tourist 
destination for Americans once 
•gain. 


HERE ARE REPORTS from 


UPI bureaus in some of the major 
capitals on the tourist picture for 
1976: 


• London — Americans coming 


to Britain will find their dollars 
travel further than ever before be- 
cause of the devaluation of the 
pound. The pound dropped from 
about $2.40 a year ago to as low 
as $1.92 in March. 


"There is a definite advantage 


to the American tourist at pre- 
sent," said 
Kevin Pakenham, 


chief economist for the American 
Exchange Bank in London. "The 
recent drop in the value of the 
pound has done more than re- 
quired to offset the rate of in- 
flation." 


How long the advantage lasts, 


he added, "depends on how long it 
takes the rate of inflation to catch 
up." 


"American tourists will get a 


better deal this year," said a 


spokesman for the British Tourist 
Authority. "Our survey on the 
number of American tourists ex- 
pected to visit Britain this year is 
exceedingly promising." 


HOTELS ARE plentiful in Lon- 


don and the range of prices will 
fit almost any budget. There are 
hotels offering bed-and-breakfast 
from $6 to $12 per person. The 
top-rated establishments begin at 
about $20 single and proceed up- 
wards. 


The cheapest meals are avail- 


able in hamburger joints, Indian 
a n d Chinese restaurants and 
Greek kebab houses — from about 
$2 to $6 per person. Middle-range 
restaurants go from about $6 to 
$12 each, expensive eateries from 
$12 up to $30 and more per person. 


One of the biggest bargains for 


the American visitor is the the- 
ater. An estimated 42 per cent of 
all tourists went to see a show last 
year. Tickets for seats begin as 
low as $1.20, with the top price 


about $7 — about what it costs to 
go to the movies in New York. 


• Rome — The one bright spot 


in Italy's gloomy economic pic- 
ture is that the lira's tailspin will 
mean a travel boom of Ameri- 
cans. Rome tourist officials ex- 
pect Italy to rejoin Britain and 
France in the "Big Three," a role 
it lost in recent years to Greece, 
Spain ad Yugoslavia, which of- 
fered more value for the travel 
dollar. 


THE PLUNGE in the lira 


means Americans will be getting 
a lot more lira this year for their 
dollars than in 1975. A year ago, 
the dollar fetched about 635 lira. 
This March, the dollar bought 
around 850 lira. 


An average hotel room for two in 


or near Rome's historic center is 
around $20 per night, but ade- 
quate pension accommodations 
can be found for around $12, in- 
cluding breakfast. An average 
meal, including wine and tip, can 


cost between $4 and $6. But those 
on tighter budgets can eat nour- 
ishingly for half that if they take 
the time to look. 


• Paris — The French tourist 


industry has more fear of the 
stronger franc than the Bicenten- 
nial. Prices in Paris are marked- 
ly higher 
than elsewhere in 


France — except in the Riviera 
during the season. 


Rates in deluxe hotels are com- 


parable to those in New York — 
about $40 per person daily up. But 
there are scores of good hotels of- 
fering rooms for two with private 
bathroom for about $28. For tight- 
er budgets, a room for two with 
bathroom down the hall will cost 
about $9 per day in smaller ho- 
tels. Breakfast of bread, jam and 
beverage is usually included. 


Paris boasts numerous world 


renowned — and expensive — res- 
taurants. But there are others 
where a steak dinner costs only 
$4, including salad, wine and des- 
sert.

Assistance to Travelers is a doctors' 
organization that offers free help for 
tourists in 450 cities in 120 countries. 


The organization is a nonprofit foun- 


dation financed entirely through dona- 
tions from the tourists who are mem- 
bers of the group. 


Members of the organization re- 


ceive a pocket-sized directory listing 
IAMAT centers abroad and their ad- 
dresses, along with telephone num- 
bers and an official membership card 
that makes them eligible for IAMAT 
services.

Grande dame of culture 


Tales of Vienna's moods 


VIENNA - Wien, beautiful Wien. City of culture and Olde World 


grace, of art treasures and places that once belonged to some of the 
most famous names in history—Hapsburg, Maximilian, Marie An- 
toinette. This is Austria's grande dame and one of the most en- 
chanting of all European capitals. 


Patron city of the arts since the days, when it was the seat of the 


Holy Roman Empire, Vienna is a fascinating cosmopolitan center 
where the glow of the city's past splendor shines through to the 
present. 


The treasures of 20 centuries are preserved in the many palaces, 


churches and museums of the city. The music of the great Viennese 
masters — Haydn, Mozart, Beethoven, Schubert and Strauss — is 
performed continually in the never-ending series of operas, con- 
certs, recitals and operettas staged here. The State Opera is one of 
the few In Europe that schedules performances 10 months of the 
year. 


OUTSTANDING EXAMPLES of medieval, Renaissance and Ba- 


roque architecture fill the inner city or Innere Stadt, a square mile 
that is a sightseer's paradise. Many commercial bus tours circle 
the "Ring" that follows part of the wall that once surrounded the 
city. 


Inside the curving promenade is St. Stephen's Cathedral, famous 


for its ornate carvings. From its spire, one can get a magnificent 
view of the city. Nearby is the Augustinerkirche on Karntnerstrasse, 
where the remains of the Empress Maria Theresa .and many Haps- 
burg rulers are entombed. 


The Hofburg, Imperial Palace and winter residence of the Haps- 


burgs, is a huge compound with magnificent gardens, and an exhib- 
it of the crown Jewels that includes the Crown of the Holy Roman 
Empire that is almost 1,000 years old. Here, too, is the Stallburg 
(Winter Riding School) where the famous Lipizzaner Stallions 
"dance" from fall to spring. 


Just outside the Hofburg are two of Vienna's most beautiful small 


parks — the Burggarten and the Volksgarten. 


AMONG VIENNA'S many resplendent baroque palaces, the 


Schonnbrunn Palace, the summer residence of the Hapsburgs on 
the outskirts of the city, is one of the most outstanding. The Schonn- 
brunn is usually described as one of the most colorful of all palaces 
in Europe with its walls painted an array of bright pastel colors. 
Here, the imperial state-carriages are on display. 


Other palaces to see include the Belvedere, the Peterskirche in 


the Inner City and the Karlskirche, just outside the Ring on Karls- 
platz. 


The Vienna State Opera House is on the corner of the Ring 


named for it. Tours are available of the elegant building where 
elaborate operas are staged from July through September. 


Also around the Ring are the Museum of Natural History and the 


Fine Arts Museum, along with the Albertina that is said to have the 
best collection of prints and drawings of all the museums in the 
world. 


FOR RELAXING at the end of a tour around the Ring, there is 


Stadtpark with its monument to Johann Strauss. Prater Park, Just 
across the Danube, is a summer amusement center complete with 
ferris wheel and other rides. In the summer, at the two parks, 
there are also outdoor concerts performed by the Vienna Philhar- 
monic and Vienna Symphony Orchestra. 


Cruises on the Danube are available only in the summer. 


VIENNA'S RINGSTRASSE or "The Ring" circles the central 
city that is a sightseer's paradise of art and architecture, 
monuments and museums. The square mile area is called 
the Innere Stadt. 


Interesting excursions to points outside the city by bus or rental 


car include the short trip to the Vienna Woods, where pie-covered 
hills offer excellent views of the city below. This is also a favorite 
recreation area of the city's residents. 


Restaurants in Vienna range from wine taverns where you can 


get a light lunch and the unique Konditorei for pastries and such 
delicacies as vegetable souffles and roast squab to first-class ele- 
gant restaurants such as the dining room of the Hotel Sacher. The 
fmous Sachertorte (a light chocolate cake with oodles of "schlag" 
or whipped cream) melts in your mouth. 


THE CITY HAS a number of casinos and nightclubs featuring all 


types of music, from romantic mood tunes to rock, and many large 
cafes also have dancing. 


Vienna's main hotel center is in the Inner City. It is wise to book 


reservations well in advance during the summer season, the peak 
tourist time. In addition to Vienna's many fine hotels, there are a 
number of lake resorts and private homes just outside the city 
limits that have rooms for rent. Off-season rates from October to 
May on all types of accommodations can be as much as 50 per cent 
lower than in the summer months. 
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Tips on clearing U.S. Customs 


An important part of an American 


citizen's homecoming after a trip 
abroad is clearing U.S. Customs — 
bringing into the country purchases 
made during foreign travel. 


The Air Transport Assn. says that 


being forearmed with basic informa- 
tion about customs regulations will 
help the returning U.S. resident get 
through customs with minimum de- 
lay. 


The first thing to know is that you 


may bring back to the U.S. duty free 
up to $100 in foreign purchases. And if 
the value of your purchases does not 
exceed $100, you may make a simple 
oral declaration to the customs in- 


spector. All you do is fill out a short 
form supplied to you before landing 
by a flight attendant. The form is pre- 
sented to the customs inspector at the 
time of baggage inspection with the 
spoken statement "nothing to de- 
clare." 


However, there are certain condi- 


tions you must meet when making an 
oral declaration: 


• The articles must accompany you 


when you return. 


• You must have been out of the 


country at least 48 hours. (There is no 
minimum time requirement for the 
U.S. Virgin Islands or Mexico). 


• Only one such exemption is 


allowed within a 30-day period. 


If you are returning from the Virgin 


Islands, American Samoa or Guam, 
you are entitled to a $200 exemption. 
There is no duty-free limit on the val- 
ue of articles purchased in Puerto 
Rico; it is as though you were trav- 
eling from one U.S. state to another. 


Only one quart of alcoholic beve- 


rages is included in your exemption if 
you are returning from a foreign 
country. This goes up to a gallon if 
you are returning from the Virgin Is- 
lands, American Samoa or Guam. 


Regarding tobacco, there is no limi- 


tation on the number of cigaretter for 
your personal use and up to 100 cigars 
may be included in your duty-free 
quota, provided they are not made of 
Cuban tobacco. If so, they will be con- 
fiscated by Customs. 


If you exceed your duty-free allow- 


ance, you must provide a list of all 
articles purchased, showing the 
amount paid for each. To expedite 
passage through Customs, it's good 
judgment to prepare the list before- 
hand. If you are unable to provide evi- 
dence of purchase cost, those items on 
which duty must be paid are assessed' 
at the retail value as determined by 
the examining Customs officer. 


ATA says one way to make certain 


that you are well informed on what to 
expect at point of entry when return- 
ing from a trip abroad is to check 
with the nearest airline or travel 
agent where complete and up-to-date 
information on most aspects of for- 
eign travel is available.

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Hays case rattles Capitol skeletons

WASHINGTON (NBA) - A study some time back by a scholar 


working with the Brookings Institution gave evidence that the Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives act only on wrongdoing by mem- 
bers which becomes so publicized as to embarrass the whole of 
Congress. 


More disclosure of crimes — misuse of power or government 


funds, bribery, corruption, payroll padding and such — have been 
cause for action only infrequently by the courts and almost not at 


all by the legislators. The exceptions have been, as in the case of 
Adam Clayton Powell, so sensational that action could not be 
avoided. 


With this in mind, it is logical to suppose Rep. Wayne L, Hays, 


with all his power, may possibly be in for a beating. Not for his 
wrongdoing, of which virtually1 everyone on the Hill was 
aware, but because he failed to keep it swept under the rug. 


The case of President Nixon and his aides brought no general 


cleanup of politicians in high places. We can conclude that punish- 
ment given Hays will not lead to a follow through on the guilty 
Congressmen.

TO ILLUSTRATE the point, let us go back to Jan. 13, 1975. On 


that day, Common Cause, in a series of reports on committee chair- 
men in the House, outlined the ways in which Hays had abused his 
vast powers as chairman of the House Administration Committee, 
chairman of the Democratic Congressional Campaign Committee 
and "ultimate controller of staff payrolls, allocator of offices and 
furniture, overseer of the House Information System and . . . dis- 
penser of parking spaces " 


At that time, Common Cause reported: 
Since becoming chairman, Hays increased the number of employ- 


es on the House Administration Committee payroll from less than 
50 to more than 200 — twice as many as any other House com- 
mittee. 


Using his power as chairman of the House Administration Com- 


mittee, Hays refused to release the paycheck of a staff aide of 
another member because the aide was arranging for witnesses to 
testify for his member's bill which Hays opposed. 


HAYS THREATENED to withhold paychecks of other House em- 


ployes, including a member of the Speaker's staff whom the Speak- 
er had assigned to help with a proposal Hays opposed. 


During the impeachment investigation, Hays threatened to cut 


the Judiciary Committee's impeachment staff after getting into an 
argument with two committee interns in an elevator. 


Hays refused to authorize funds so that the 93rd Congress Select 


Committee on Committees, which Hays didn't like, could have its 
hearings printed as a House document. 


After a Government Operations subcommittee issued a report 


which displeased Hays, he used his ]x>wer as then chairman of the 
Accounts subcommittee to cut the fulf committee's budget in half. 


Common Cause also accused Hays of using his committee power 


to intervene illegally in House and Senate election campaigns to 
assist candidates he personally supported. 


Despite these charges, in the next go round Hays was continued 


as chairman of the House Administration Committee and the House 
Democratic Congressional Campaign Committee, though not with- 
out a hassle. 


The point is that Hays has been able to use his power to put 


roadblocks in the way of those he does not like. But he also uses his 
power to help those he favors. Those he has helped fear they won't 
get the same favored treatment from his successors. 


In this, they are his partners, profiting from his actions. They are 


not about to vote him out unless extreme publicity and embarrass- 
ment forces them to act. There are also men, of course, who .ear 
that if they oppose him, and fail, reprisals will be quick and cer- 
tain. 


There's also another matter. Many senators and House members 


have skeletons in their own closets. Few want to open Pandora's 
Box.

uation. 


The committee meeting was a 


forum for constructive, informa- 
tive discussion. We hope the tone 
set there is carried through oth- 
er evaluation sessions.' 


IGE is an innovative program, 


and any innovation will have its 
staunch defenders and detract- 
ors. 


IGE has been an annual elec- 


tion issue and a frequent topic at 
board meetings. We urge par- 
ents, teachers, board members 
and administrators to resist the 


temptation to turn the district 
into a battleground with one fac- 
tion attacking the other. 


A district's education program 


is the single most important part 
of any school district. It is essen- 
tial that board members be 
aware of the quality of their edu- 
cation program.

The legalization of abortion is important to all, but 


especially to women because it recognizes them as 
people, rather than mere reproductive instruments 
of the state. No longer will women be forced to have 
children they may not want or they are unable to 
care for. 


The shift in thought since the legalization of abor- 


tion has not been from one of pro-life to anti-life as 
anti-abortionists emotionally declare. Instead it has 
shifted from viewing life in terms of quantity to 
viewing life in terms of quality. It is ironic that anti- 
abortionists don't recognize this as being humane. 


The strictly emotional appeal of those who oppose 


abortion gives the impression that a woman who has 
an abortion is murdering a live human being, when 
actually a fetus is not viable, that is, it is not even 
able to survive by itself until the last 10 weeks of 
the pregnancy during which time states can, through 
individual initiative, prohibit abortion. By bringing 
in both the law and facts (upon which the law is 
based) we are presented with a much clearer view 
of the issue. 


The Supreme Court, in determining, its stand on 


abortion in 1973, has determined that the Con- 
stitution's definition of "person" has application only 
postnatally. To not perform abortions under legally 
specified conditions is to violate the Due Process 
Clause of the 14th Amendment in which the term 
"person" was interpreted by the Supreme Court to 
not refer to the unborn. In concluding that a fetus is 
not a "person" under the Constitution, but that it 
"represents only the potentiality of life," the rights 
of a grown woman are legally established as superi- 
or to the rights of a fertilized egg. 


I fully support the decision of Northwest Commu- 


nity Hospital to perform abortions during the first 
trimester of pregnancy in full compliance with the 
laws of the United States.

State Comptroller George Lindberg 


Monday said new fiscal data suggests 
a "tax increase is absolutely re- 
quired" next year. He added, how- 
ever, he has a blueprint to avoid a tax 
hike which may not completely close 
the door on new taxes as a solution. 


Lindberg talked in general terms 


about the plan, which will be pre- 
sented to the Illinois General Assem- 
bly Thursday. 


In an interview with The Herald, 


Lindberg said, "If Mowed, the plan 
will give the state the strongest possi- 
bility to avoid a tax increase next 
year." 


LINDBERG HAS predicted serious 


state fiscal problems since 1975. He 
refused to offer specifics of the plan 
Monday and indicated the final ver- 
sion of the proposal was not com- 
pleted. 


The comptroller refused to rule out 


the implementation of any new state 
taxes as part of his plan. 


When asked if the plan would re- 


quire the state to obtain any new rev- 
enue sources, Lindberg said, "I don't 
want to comment yes or no on that at 
this time." 


Lindberg did say the plan would 


"probably not" require any new 
taxes. He also declined to explain if 
the plan would require approval of the 
legislature. 


THE CRYSTAL Lake Republican, 


who faces Democrat Michael Bakalis 
in the November election, said he 
wanted to delay comment on the plan 
until he presents the proposal to legis- 
lators. 


Lindberg explained that within the 


last two weeks his office has received 
updated economic information which 
has allowed for new projection on 
state revenues until July 1, 1977, the 
start of the 1978 fiscal year.

New name, new rule, new look 
Vietnamese prepare for changes 


by ALAN DAWSON 


BANGKOK, Thailand (DPI) - Late 


this month, Vietnam will get a new 
look, a new government and a new 
official name. 


Official Vietnamese media have re- 


ported that preparations already have 
begun for the first meeting of the 492- 
member National Assembly, which 
will approve the changes in the new 
Vietnam. 


Few of the details are known yet. 


But it is clear the assembly, elected 
in nationwide balloting April 25, will 
approve unanimously the decision to 
reunify the nation. 


FOR THE FIRST time since 1946, 


Vietnam will be one country. Hanoi 
will become the national capital, and 
it is probable the current North Viet- 
namese anthem and flag will become 
national symbols. 


Presumably, the makeup of the new 


government already has been decided 
upon by the 11-man Politburo in 
Hanoi, which has run all of Vietnam 
since the surrender of the last pro- 
American government in Saigon April 


30,1975. 


Most analysts of Vietnam affairs be- 


lieve North Vietnamese President Ton 
Due Thang and Vice President Ngu- 
yen Luong Bang, aged revolution- 
aries, will keep their posts under the 
new administration. 


THE ACTUAL MAKEUP of the gov- 


ernment will be closely watched, how- 
ever, to determine how the Politburo 
intends to deal with the touchy prob- 
lem of North-South relations. 


Reunification officially will wipe out 


what is commonly known as the Viet 
Cong — the Provisional Revolutionary 
Government (PRG) which technically 
holds the powr in South Vietnam now. 


Technical terms for Viet Cong or- 


ganizations — National Liberation 
Front, People's Liberation Armed 
Forces, People's Revolutionary Party 
— will be no more. Some minor offi- 
cial groups already have merged their 
northern and southern branches under 
new names. 


True South Vietnamese — thobe 


residents of the nation living in Saigon 
and south of the capital — have long 


Gas dealer official calls

Robert Jacbos, executive director of 


the Illinois Gasoline Dealers Assn., 
last week called for the resignation of 
Illinois Fire Marshal Robert G.

Vietnam only last weekx established 
relations with Nigeria, a strange step 
for a nation that supposedly will no 
longer exist in a month. 


T R A V E L E R S FROM Saigon 


recently say they have been told by 
officials there that the southern city 
will remain "an important center," 
mostly in the economic field. 


But whether there will be foreign 


residents remains to be seen. Last 
year at this time, PRG officials were 
searching for embassy space for 82 
countries, a search that was halted 
last autumn. 


AH foreign missions in Saigon ex- 


cept the French consulate were closed 
a month ago and diplomats left the

it needed for passage and the second 
got only 32

income tax withholding from mer- 
chants and employers into the state 
treasury. 


Walker had estimated the plan 


than it takes in He has predicted that 
the state may temporarily be unable 
to pay some of its bills in October be- 
cause of cash flow problems. 


He said Monday there are "insur- 


mountable odds against" the state 
avoiding a tax increase during the 
next 12 months. 


HE CONTENDED, however, that 


would have pumped an additional $95 
million to $100 million into the trea- 
sury this year 


H e and Rep. Jack Beaupre, 


D-Kankakee, who v sponsored one of 
the measures, argued the greatest 
crunch facing the state will come this 
fall, before the full impact of the na- 
tional economic recovery makes itself 
felt in increased revenues. 


If the acceleration program were 


passed to help the state through that 
period, they said, the higher level of 
tax receipts resulting from an ex- 
panding economy could delay the 
need for a tax increase indefinitely.

He's convinced they 
should be educated at his new school 
for stones. 


He also wants to get a cut of the 


pet-rock action that has mada some 
people very rich in the last few 
months, and that isn't so crazy. 


SO, FOR $8, Mulligan sends course 


materials and printed diplomas for a 
Bachelor of Science degree in Rock 
History, a Master's of Rock Psy- 
chiatry and a Ph.D. in Rock Philoso-; 
phy — all for your very own pet rock. 


"Now, 
you wouldn't want to refuse 


your pet rock a further education," 
Mulligan argues. 


Mulligan's pet rock, Rocky, was the 


first to obtain all three degrees. Since 
about a month ago, when Mulligan 
first came up with the idea, he's re- 
ceived several hundred applications 
from faithful pet rock owners. 


The inquiries have come from all 


over the country, solicited only by 
word of mouth and through two news- 
paper advertisements — one in the 
Los Angeles Times and the other in 
the New York Times. 


"How 
often does someone say to 


you — it's just a stupid, dumb rock? 


Today 


Well, you don't have to hear that 
about your rock again," the advertise- 
ment declares. 


"There are a lot of people in this 


country who really love their rocks 
and want to do the best thing for 
them," says Mulligan, an employe of 
A.B. Dick, Elk Grove Village, and a 
Glendale Heights resident. 


BUT, 
GARY DAHL, president of 


RoCk Bottom Productions 
and in- 


ventor of the pet rock craze, isn't in 
full agreement. 


"I think Americans are becoming 


bored with them, and I personally be- 
lieve the pet rock fad is dead. It's too 
bad he (Mulligan) didn't come up 
with the idea sooner, like around 
Christmas when our sales were boom- 
ing," Dahl 'said. 


And he means booming. One million 


dollars worth of pet rocks were sold 
between October 1975, when they were 
first marketed, and December, Dahl 
said. Current sales don't exceed 
$25,000 each month nationwide. 


Many major 
department 
stores 


have stopped carrying the $5 pet rock 
kits, including rock and training man- 
ual. 
But novelty shops like P.J.'s 


Trick Shop, in the Randhurst Shop- 


ping Center, continue to carry not 
only the kits but pet rock food, 
clothes, and mood and stud rocks. 


"They are still being sold, and there 


are a lot of pet rock owners out there. 
This is going to be big," Mulligan • 
said. 


The long-range plan calls for the 


world's only Pet Rock University to 
be expanded to include an alumni as- 
sociation and monthly newsletter not- 
ing births, deaths and marriages of 
pet rocks. There will be school pen- 
nants and other souvenirs, a sports 
team and who knows what else, he 
said. 


Mulligan has other plans for patrons 


of pet rockdom. He plans to provide a 
"Dear Rocky" advice-by-mail service 
and a marriage performed-by-mail 
service, appropriately tagged "Jus- 
tice of the Peace of the Rock," for pet 
rock owners. 
; 


Mulligan also is working on a comic 


strip series on the adventures of Bion- 
ic Boulder, a secret crime fighting 
agent for the United States:. If the 
comic strip hero is popular, a Bionic 
Boulder toy will be manufactured for , 
sale around Christmas, he said. 


And where does it all end? When 


have you reached rock bottom? 


Well, Mulligan's staying up. nights 


coming up with these ideas. 


Enthusiastic pet owners, like a Los 


Angeles attorney and a Connecticut 
dog groomer who traces the "pedi- 
grees" of pet rocks on the side, keep 
buying the ideas. 


The attorney, for instance, has a pet 


rock named Irving of Lancaster and 
that alone should tell you a little 
something about the way that rock is 
treated. 


There are air force captains, home- 


makers and even politicians, all pet 
rock lovers who have applied to Pet 
Rock Univa-sity to educate their 
rocks. 


"Every human being has the need, 


at least once in his life, to do some- 
thing really absurd, crazy. Pet rocks 
are something accepted by society, 
something that society says if you 
want to train it, feed it, educate it or 
just keep it around the house it's 
OK," Mulligan said. 


Pet rocks don't make messes, or 


noise or problems like other pets. 
With an education, they could muster 
up a few tricks, right? 


"When I first told my family and 


friends about the Pet Rock Univer- 
sity, they all just laughed and said it 
was the craziest thing they ever 
heard. Then they said they wished the 
idea was theirs," Mulligan said. 


But, Mulligan isn't going to let nas- 


ty statements get in his way. He's go- 
ing to keep on working because, as 
they say, a rolling stone gathers no 
moss — only money.

After six seasons, Ron Finfrock has 


resigned the position of head basket- 
ball coach at Palatine High School, 
effective immediately. 


The announcement came from Pal- 


atine athletic director Chic Anderson, 
who is now faced with the task of 
replacing Finfrock on the staff. Appli- 
cations are being accepted by Donald 
Skinner, director of personnel for 
Dist.

Finfrock, who had served as head 


coach at Erie and Genesen High 
Schools before coming to Palatine, 
steps down after a six-year regime 
which produced a 49-84 record.

Ventresca went four more holes Be- 


fore scoring a birdie on a par-five to 
earn the spot of first alternate. He 
shot a 74 'in the morning and came 
back with a 70 in the afternoon to fin- 
ish with his 144. 


"I was putting very poorly in the 


morning, but I came back in the af- 
ternoon. I did miss about five two-to- 
five foot putts," Ventresca said. "I 
missed more than I should have, but 
other than that I played well."

Rules offered to curb 
violence in hockey 


The National Hockey League Rules Committee, meeting on the 


first day of the league's annual meeting in Montreal, Monday in- 
troduced proposals to drastically cut down on violence in hockey. 


The committee introduced new regulations that would further 


penalize players who start and participate in fights, including stiff 
suspensions. 


The proposal must still be ratified by the league's Board of Gov- 


ernors when that group meets today. 


Explained NHL Referee-ln-Chlef Scotty Morrison: "The com- 


mittee ruled 10-7 that in regular league games those players who 
receive any accumulation of three game or gross misconducts shall 
also receive an automatic one game suspension." 


"Subsequent game misconduct penalties would receive further 


suspension," said Morrison. 


Four other rulings involving fighting were unanimously passed, 


taking, according to Morrison, "a great step in getting what the 
people want." 


The committee gave the league president the right to hand out 


further sentences altough the referee had not handed out penalties 
when the infraction occurred. 


Also, the referee will now have the power to hand out a major 


and game misconduct penalty if one player clearly starts a fight 
and continually appears to be the aggressor. 


The committee decided that any player who physically interferes 


with a fan while a game is in progress would immediately receive 
a game misconduct.

All fish must move to stay alive 


Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Brit- 


annica'g 1OT8 Yearbook of Science and 
the Future to Albert Pavucek, age 13, 
ol Philadelphia, Pa., for his question: 


MOW DOES A FISH MOVE? 


A barracuda can zip along at 30 


miles per hour. Even a goldfish can 
do S m.p.h., fast enough to challenge 
a good human swimmer. A sturdy 
salmon can swim upstream, against 
the splashing rapids. Teeming schools 
of frantic herring swim shoulder to 
shoulder, nonstop, day and night. Ob- 
viously flsh are splendid athletes. The 
truth Is that they must move to stay 
alive. 


Flounders and a few other slow- 


pokes flop on the bottom and move as 
little as possible, But most of the 
20,000 or so known fishes are frisky 
fellows, always on the move. After 
all, their watery world is a hungry 
place where every fish is hunted by 
larger fishes while he hunts smaller 
fishes. 


Naturally the average fish is de- 


signed to cope with these harsh condi- 
tions of life. His body is a streamlined 
muscular marvel to keep him in mo- 
tion. He can swim forward or back- 
ward, speed up or slow down, turn left 
or right. He also can raise or lower

himself to swim at different levels. 


He is, of course, a vertebrate ani- 


mal with a spine and a bony skeleton. 
His strong, supple spine can swish 
from side to side in curves and 
S-shapes. His meat is mostly lean 
muscle, suitable for mighty motion. 
His scaly, slippery skin helps his 
streamlined body to slip smoothly 
through the water. Instead of limbs he 
lias sets of gauzy, moveable fins. 


A fish thrusts forward by swishing 


his spine from side to side Water jet- 
ting backwards from his gill covers 
also slightly helps the forward motion. 
The tail flicks sideways to add to the 
push. When he reaches his desired 
speed he moves only slightly to keep 
going. 


When he wishes to change course, 


several subtle maneuvers come into 
play. A pair of pectoral fins 
are 


placed on each side just behind his 
head. When on a straight course, he 
usually leaves them folded to his 
sides. When he wants to turn, he ex- 
tends his left pectoral, much as a hu- 
man driver makes a hand signal. To 
make a right turn, he extends his 
right pectoral, creating a little eddy 
that swerves his body around to the 
right. When he wants to slow down or 
come to a stop, he extends both pec- 


toral fins. His dorsal, pelvic and tail 
fins also make small motions to help 
to maneuver his course. 


There are times when a fish needs 


to swim higher or lower in the water 
— to chase his dinner or dodge his 
enemies. The average fish has a swim 
bladder, a long sac or gases between 
has spine and his stomach. Its con- 
tents can be adjusted to change his 
total body weight, which is one way to 
lift or lower him to difterent levels in 
the water.

a good bet for live comedy

Few things are appreciated more by 


a general audience than a well-pro- 
duced, genuine comedy. One currently 
realizing a disproportionate ameunt of 
live laughter, and deservedly so, is 
Country Club Comedy Theatre's ren- 
dition of "Play It Again Sam." 


The three-act, fun-filled show fairly 


glows, as does the theatergoer who 
barely finds time to catch his/her 
breath in between the innocent, unex- 
pected two-liners and typical Woody 
Allen boggled antics. 


A 
sophisticated 
slapstick 
and 


Humphrey Bogart spoof, "Play It 
Again Sam" is one of Allen's few at- 
tempts at live theater and, in my 
book, one of his over-all best crea- 
tions. It was first produced on Broad- 
way in 1969 with the clowning blun- 
derbuss himself in the leading role of 
the eccentric Allan Felix. 


YET WITH EXPERT casting and 


impressive staging, Country Club 
Theatre is effectively resurrecting 
this Woody Allen favorite that has re- 
tained every bit of its original 
sparkle. 


"Play It Again Sam" opens on a 


nervous little movie critic (the size

and temperament of the playwright 
himself naturally), who agonizes over 
the humiliation of having just been 
deserted by his wife. 


Experiencing no luck with his little 


black book saved from high school 
days, he relies on his best friend to fix 
him up with a series of eligible, at- 
tractive young women. But not only 
does Felix fail to score every time, he 
completely goes to pieces.

Aiter 20 years on high court 
Brennan sees influence slipping 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The im- 


pression that comes through these 
days reading his many dissenting 
opinions is that Supreme Court Jus- 
tice William J. Brennan Jr. is an ang- 
ry, frustrated and somewhat sad- 
dened man. 


While some justices, like the late 


Hugo L. Black, stayed on the bench 
long enough to-see their dissents be- 
come law with the arrival of more lib- 
eral colleagues, the opposite is hap- 
pening to Brennan. 


Brennan is witnessing the law that 


he and the late Chief Justice Earl 
Warren helped create in the 1960s un- 
dergoing a steady erosion at the hand 
of colleagues with a more con- 
servative outlook. 


What seems to hurt Brennan even 


more is the feeling, evident between 
the lines of his opinions, that this con- 
tinual chipping away — especially in 
the area of criminal law — is being 
done in something less than an in- 
tellectually honest manner. 


AN EISENHOWER appointee who 


took his seat in 1956, Brennan recently 
completed his 20th term and is the se- 
nior justice in length of service, since 
ailing Justice William 0. Douglas re- 
tired last year. A former state su- 
preme court justice in his native New 
Jersey, Brennan turned 70 in April 
and has spent 27 years as a judge. 


Two Brennan speeches show how 


circumstances have changed. Just 10 
years ago he was detailing to the Kan- 
sas City bar the protections under the 
Constitution's Bill of Rights, which the 
Supreme Court had made binding on 
the states since 1925. 


Included were the rights of free 


speech 
and press, the 
privilege 


against self-incrimination, the ban on 
cruel and unusual punishment and the 
accused person's right to a lawyer. 


"The genius of the Constitution re- 


sides not in any static meaning that it 
has in a world that is dead and gone, 
but in its adaptability of its great 
principles to cope wfth current prob- 
lems and current needs," Brennan 
said. 


BRENNAN SPOKE virtually the 


same words a few weeks ago to the 
New Jersey state bar, but in a totally 
different context. He said the Su- 
preme Court is falling behind many 
sfate supreme courts in guaranteeing 
the rights and liberties of Americans. 


He said the state courts might be 


sensing — and disagreeing with — a 
"pulling back" by the Supreme Court 
from a liberal interpretation of the 
Constitution, and are relying instead 
on similar provisions in their own 
state constittions. 


That Brennan is pained by this turn 


of events was obvious two years ago 
when the Supreme Court threw out a 
test case on "reverse discrimination," 
involving a suit filed by a white law 
student who felt wronged by advan- 
tages afforded minority students. 


Brennan chided the majority for 


"sidestepping" a difficult case, say- 
ing: "Few constitutional questions in 
recent history have stirred as much 
debate, and they will not disappear." 


HE TERMED "a clear retreat" a 


recent court ruling that a person's 
good name is not included in the liber- 
ties protected by the Constitution. 


A major point of contention is the 


high court's tendency to whittle away 
at the rule, which Chief Justice War^ 
ren E. Burger has never hesitated w 
oppose, that illegally obtained evi- 
dence cannot be used in a trial. The 
idea of the rule is that police should 
not be encouraged to engage in law- 
lessness. 


"If the majority of my colleagues 


are determined to discard the ex- 
clusionary rule in (search) cases they 
should forthrightly do so and be done 
with it," Brennan said a year ago. 


"This business of slow strangulation 


. . . would be indefensible in any cir- 
cumstances. But to attempt covertly 
the erosion of an important principle . 
. . clearly demands . • • the in- 
stitutional integrity of this court." 


THE JUSTICES recently restricted 


the ability of state prisoners to over- 
turn their convictions in federal 
courts, a right affirmed in an opinon 
written by Brennan in 1960. 


"If the court believes that (the deci- 


sion) is no longer good law ... then it 


has the duty to face squarely our.pri- 
or cases . . . and honestly state the 
reasons, if any, for ite altered per- 
ceptions," Brennan wrote. 


He labeled one recent majority 


opinion a "distortion" which fore- 
shadowed the eventual overturning of 
the celebrated, 10-year-old "Miranda 


Bzzz...zap! 


rule," which requires that a suspect 
be informed of his right to remain si- 
lent and have the benefit of a lawyer. 


Brennan sees the Miranda rule as 


shoring up the constitutional protec- 
tion against self-incrimination "after 
decades of police coercion . . , rang- 
ing from torture to trickery." 


"It is monstrous that courts should 


aid or abet the lawbreaking officer," 
he said last term. "It is abiding truth 
that nothing can destroy a govern- 
ment more quickly than its failure to 
observe its own laws, or worse, its 
disregard of the charter of its own ex- 
istence." 


Government feels sting 
of bee 'insurance' plan

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Robert R. Stansberry Jr., 


head of the federal dead bee program, occasionally gets 
stung by a canard. 


It's an occupational hazard. Any time federal funds 


become available, misunderstandings are likely to 
arise. And a program that provides payments for de- 
ceased honeybees is harder to explain that most. 


The Beekeepers Indemnity Program, as it is called, 


compensates beekeepers for losses sustained when their 
honeybees are inadvertently killed by government-ap- 
proved pesticides. Nevertheless, the program 
has 


created erroneous impressions. 


One canard that gives Stansberry pain is the gibe that 


since the payments started in 1972 no honeybee in 
America has died of natural causes. 


STANSBERRY, HOWEVER, is a man of composure. 


When a reporter checking into the honeybee fatality 
situation confronted him with that allegation, he hardly 
even winced. 


Stansberry conceded he and his agents do not per- 


form an autopsy on every bee on which indemnity is 
paid. When a bee passes on, he explained, a post- 
mortem would have to be done within 15 minutes to 
establish conclusively that it was a victim of pesticide 
poisoning. 


Therefore, evidence considered at bee inquests is 


mainly circumstantial. But Stansberry, who works for 
the Agriculture Dept. denied there was any chance of a 
large scale dead bee ripoff. 


There are safeguards, he said, to prevent beekeepers 


from collecting on bees that expire, say, from old age. 


Agents conduct on-the-spot investigations. 


"ALL OF OUR MEN are trained to recognize signs o£ 


neglect or disease in bee corpses," Stansberry said. 
"Both are easy to spot when you know what to look for. 


"When a lot of bees from the same colony die sudden- 


ly and there is no sign of disease or neglect, it must be 
presumed that they were killed by pesticides sprayed 
on plants from which they gathered nectar." 


Another canard that pains Stansberry is the insinu- 


ation that the $15 million the government has shelled 
out under the program amounts to a federal subsidy for 
the honey industry. 


Actually, it's pollination, not honey production, that 


the program was designed to abet. 


MODERN MAN, proud creator of countless tech- 


nological marvels, is reluctant to admit he is dependent 
on insects. Modern man prefers to belive he has control 
of his destiny. But realists know that facts cannot be 
blinked away. 


Bees, possibly with some'help from butterflies, 


provide fertilization for at least 50 nursery, farm and 
orchard plants whose annual yield is valued at more 
than $6 billion. 


Stansberry contends that if it were not for the in- 


demnity program, many beekeepers would not replace 
colonies wiped out by pesticides. Since nature alone 
does not produce enough bees to handle the burdens of 
pollination, decimation of the cultivated bee population 
would be an economical and ecological disaster. 


Have no fear. Even though canards swarm about 


him, Stansberry is prepared to see the program 
through.

Dunne proposes $3 head tax on employes 


by WANDALYN RICE 


A $3 employe head tax on all busi- 


nesses in Cook County and a "Cook 
County Revenue-Sharing Program" 
were proposed Monday by County 
Board Pres. George W. Dunne. 


Hearings will be held within the 


next two weeks on the proposal, which 
would generate $54 million in new rev- 
enue, $36 million of which would be 
given to cities and villages and $18 
million to the county under Dunne's 
proposal. 


The new tax would be imposed us- 


ing the home-rule power granted the 
county under the 1970 Illinois Con- 
stitution. County officials said they 
hope the tax will be approved and go 
into effect Oct. 1. 


DUNNE'S PROPOSAL would re- 


quire all businesses in the county with 


GOOD * 


more than 15 employes to pay a $3 tax 
for each employe. The tax is identical 
to one which has been ui effect in Chi- 
cago for about two years 


Dunne said Chicago Mayor Richard 


J. Daley has agreed the city would 
repeal its tax, at the time the county 
adopts it, in return for $22 7 million in 
revenue from the county tax. 


Dunne said the county would get $13 


million for its operating budget under 
the new tax, enough to solve the coun- 
ty's problems with the 1977 budget 
without increasing property taxes. 


Dunne had said last January, when 


the county's 1976 budget was ap- 
proved, the county would need new 
taxes to balance its 1977 budget. Coun- 
ty employes received no cost-of-living 
raises in the 1976 budget. 


DUNNE SAID Monday the new rev- 


enue from the head tax w,ill allow 
cost-of-living raises to county employ- 
es to compensate for the lack of 
raises this year. 


Republican County Comr. Carl Han- 


sen of Mount Prospect raised ques- 
tions about the tax, saying it might 
drive business from the county. 


Hansen said he is concerned that 


county businesses will follow the ex- 
ample of Chicago businesses since the 
city tax was enacted. Businesses have 
said they would move out of the city 
"Tt include the county in. this tax 
could cause a significant loss of jobs," 
he said. 


Hansen also said he is concerned 


about possible conflicts which may 
arise if municipalities in the county 
become dependent on county govern- 
ment for money under the revenue- 
sharing program. 


"I question whether municipalities 


shouldn't decide for themselves what 
their revenue needs are instead of re- 
lying on the county," Hansen said. 


DUNNE SAID he does not believe 


the tax will drive business and in- 
dustry out of the county because, "It 
will be a cost of doing business and 
they will be able to deduct it on their 
federal income tax " 


Dunne said that before proposing 


the head tax he and his staff studied 
the possibility of imposing a stock 
transfer tax or of legalizing off-track 
betting in the county. 


The county first imposed a new tax 


under its home-rule program last year 
when it imposed a liquor tax over the 
objections of the liquor dealers' asso- 
ciations. The liquor tax will bring the 
county an estimated $18 million this 
year.

• Acquire right-of-way for an ex- 


tension of 111. Rte. 53, north of Arling- 
ton Heights, Palatine and 
Buffalo 


Grove. 


• Repave five miles of Milwaukee 


Avenue between Sanders and Lake- 
Cook roads north of Des Plaines and 
Mount Prospect and near Wheeling. 


An IDOT spokesman said the proj- 


ects are part of the department's road 
construction plans which begin July 1. 


HE SAID THE work must first be 


approved by the Illinois General As- 
sembly and Gov. Daniel Walker. 


There are no estimates available on 


the cost or the amount of land to be 
purchased for the right-of-way acqui- 
sition projects. 


The Milwaukee Avenue repaving 


work will cost an estimated $1.325 
million. 


The bridge project, which will wid- 


en that structure from two to four 
lanes, carries a $2 million price tag, 


an IDOT spokesman said. 


THE LAND ACQUISITION is part 


of a $7 million package for IDOT's 
District 1, which includes all of the 
Chicago Metropolitan area. 


The announcement of the road con- 


struction plan, which is part of 
IDOT's $1.9 billion fiscal 1976-77 budg- 
et, will enable the legislature to begin 
consideration of the entire package. 


House and Senate consideration are 


certain to be protracted affairs with 
legislators attempting to trim spend- 
ing in some areas, while promoting 
projects in their own district. 


A major fight is brewing about $122

A $3 employe head tax on all busi- 


nesses in Cook County and a "Cook 
County Revenue-Sharing Program" 
were proposed Monday by County 
Board Pres, George W. Dunne. 


Hearings will be held within the 


next two weeks on the proposal, which 
would generate $54 million in new rev- 
enue. $36 million of which would be 
given to cities and villages and $18 
million to the county under Dunne's 
proposal. 


The new tax would be imposed us- 


ing the home-rule power granted the 
county under the 1970 Illinois Con- 
stitution. County officials said they 
hope the tax will be approved and go 
into effect Oct. 1. 


DUNNE'S PROPOSAL would re- 


quire all businesses in the county with 


more than 15 employes to pay a $3 tax 
for each employe. The tax is identical 
to one which has been in effect in Chi- 
cago for about two years. 


Dunne said Chicago Mayor Richard 


J. Daley has agreed the city would 
repeal its tax, at the time the county 
adopts if, in return for $22.7 million in 
revenue from the county tax. 


Dunne said the county would get $18 


million for its operating budget under 
the new tax, enough to solve the coun- 
ty's problems with the 1977 budget 
without increasing property taxes. 


Dunne had said last January, when 


the county's 1976 budget was ap- 
proved, the county would need new 
taxes to balance its 1977 budget. Coun- 
ty employes received no cost-of-living 
raises in the 1976 budget. 


DUNNE SAID Monday the new rev- 


enue from the head tax will allow 
cost-of-living raises to county employ- 
es to compensate for the lack of 
raises this year. 


Republican County Comr. Carl Han- 


sen of Mount Prospect raised ques- 
tions about the tax, saying it might 
drive business from the county. 


Hansen said he is concerned that 


county businesses will follow the ex- 
ample of Chicago businesses since the 
city tax was enacted. Businesses have 
said they would move out of the city. 
"Tt include the county in this tax 
could cause a significant loss of jobs," 
he said. 


Hansen also said he is concerned 


about possible conflicts which may 
arise if municipalities in the county 
become dependent on county govern- 
ment for money under the revenue- 
sharing program. 


"I question whether municipalities 


shouldn't decide for themselves what 
their revenue needs are instead of re- 
lying on the county," Hansen said. 


DUNNE SAID he does not believe 


the tax will drive business and in- 
dustry out of the county because, "It 
will be a cost of doing business and 
they will be able to deduct it on their 
federal income tax." 


Dunne said that before proposing 


the head tax he and his staff studied 
the possibility of imposing a stock 
transfer tax or of legalizing off-track 
betting in the county. 


The county first imposed a new tax 


under its home-rule program last year 
when it imposed a liquor tax over the 
objections of the liquor dealers' asso- 
ciations. The liquor tax will bring the 
county an estimated ,$18 million this 
year.

To avoid operating losses 
Panel seeks Labor Day sponsor

The Buffalo Grove Days committee 


is looking for private sponsorship for 
this year's Labor Day weekend events 
to avoid operating losses of previous 
years. 


The village board has budgeted 


$3,500 to cover losses this year, but 
Robert Bogart, village trustee who is 
working as liaison with the com- 
mittee, says he hopes to break even 
by offering a new program with local 
merchants. 


Bogart said the committee will al- 


low a merchant to enter a float in the 


parade or place a sponsorship sign on 
a float for $150. 


"HOPEFULLY, we'll have enough 


sponsorships to break even," Bogart 
said. 


Last year the event lost more than 


$3,700, primarily because the dinner- 
dance was canceled because of rain, 


Bogart said losses have averaged 


$1,600 during the past five years. 


To avoid problems that resulted last 


year when the dinner-dance was rain- 
ed out, Bogart said the committee is 
looking for an. indoor facility. He said 
two or three possibilities are being 


considered, including the public works 
building. 


Bogart also said there will be no 


circus this year. 


COMMITTEE co-chairman Kenneth 


Witcher said the circus lost $300 last 
year and attracted far fewer persons 
than expected. 


"Trying to sell tickets for that thing 


was a real bear," he said. "We're not 
going through that kind of stuff 
again." 


The village board has 
allocated 


$2,400 to the parade and $1,000 to the 
fireworks display this year. Bogart 
said those two events traditionally 
have been the biggest money losers in 
the 13 previous Buffalo Grove Days. 


The dinner is a "break even" event, 


Bogart said, but tickets may be limit- 
ed this year to about 400 because it 
will be indoors. He said 600 tickets 
were sold last year and 753 were sold 
in 1974. 


BOGART SAID the ticket price 


would be "about the same price as 
last year, with maybe a slight in- 
crease." Last year tickets sold for $5. 


Other activities scheduled for the 


Sept. 4-6 event are water fights, a 
teen dance, a homemaking contest 
and art fair. 


Bogart said Buffalo Grove Days, 


which celebrates the anniversary of 
the village's founding, is scheduled for 
Labor Day weekend to give residents 
a reason to stay off the highways. 


Transit agency 
seeks to repave 
Milwaukee Ave.

Expressway land acquisition and 


road repaying represent the major 
projects planned for the Northwest 
suburbs by the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation, according to the agency's 
$543 million, fiscal 1977 highway con- 
struction plant. 


The building plan, which was un- 


veiled Monday in Springfield, includes 
area proposals to: 


• Acquire right-of-way for the pro- 


p o s e d Elgin-O'Hare Expressway, 
which runs through Schaumburg and 
near Elk Grove Village; 


• Widen the bridge which carries 


111. Rte. 72 over 1-90, west of Hoffman 
Estates. 


• Acquire right-of-way for an ex- 


tension of 111. Rte. 53, north of Arling- 
ton Heights, Palatine and Buffalo 
Grove. 


• Repave five miles of Milwaukee 


Avenue between Sanders and Lake- 
Cook roads north of Des Plaines and 
Mount Prospect and near Wheeling. 


An IDOT spokesman said the proj- 


ects are part of the department's road 
construction plans which begin July 1. 


HE SAID THE work must first be 


approved by the Illinois General As- 
sembly and Gov. Daniel Walker. 


There are no estimates available on 


the cost or the amount of land to be 
purchased for the right-of-way acqui- 
sition projects. 


The Milwaukee Avenue repaving 


work will cost an estimated $1.325 
million. 


The bridge project, which will wid- 


en that structure from two to four 
lanes, carries a $2 million price tag, 
an IDOT spokesman said. 


THE LAND ACQUISITION is part 


of a $7 million package for IDOT's 
District 1, which includes all of the 
Chicago Metropolitan area. 


The announcement of the road con- 


struction 
plan, which is part of 


IDOT's $1.9 billion fiscal 1976-77 budg- 
et, will enable the legislature to begin 
consideration of the entire package. 


House and Senate consideration are

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Lebanese conflict escalates to war 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPD-Syrian 


MIG jets strafed Beirut with missiles 
Monday and a column of Damascus' 
tanks and troops pushing across Leba- 
non's central mountains ran into 
heavy rocket and mortar fire from 
Moslem leftists. 


Fierce fighting on four fronts mush- 


roomed the conflict over Syria's inter- 
vention in Lebanon to all-out war. 


Rival factions battled in the smok- 


ing streets of the capital and civilians 
ran for cover while mortars and 
shells slammed into houses and shops 


throughout the city. 


Beirut's airport, in the middle of a 


no-man's-land of battling guerrillas, 
was closed until further notice, cut- 
ting off the city's contact with the out- 
side world. 


A Damascus Radio broadcast moni- 


tored in Cairo, meantime, said a 
cease-fire was organized in Lebanon's 
civil war to take effect at 11 p.m. 
Monday (5p.m. EOT) but a Pales- 
tinian spokesman in Cairo discounted 
the report. 


Damascus radio said, "A com- 


mittee is to be set up immediately by 
the PLO (Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization) to take the necessary mea- 
sures for policing the truce. 


Palestinian spokesmen said Syria 


brought two fresh battalions of ar- 
mored troops into Lebanon Monday to 
strengthen the invasion force of 12,000 
men already in the country. Rightist 
and independent sources could not 
confirm the report, however.

Encephalitis 
peril told by 
Lake County 


by LORI OLSZEWSKI 


Mosquito season is coming to Lake 


County and the Lake County Health 
Dept. is asking all municipalities and 
citizens to participate in a county- 
wide encephalitis prevention program. 


Last year, 1,171 Illinois residents 


were infected with St. Louis encepha- 
litis, a mosquito-transmitted illness. 
Fift-two of those persons died. 


At a press conference to launch the 


encephalitis prevention program, Ste- 
ven Potsic, director of the Lake Coun- 
ty Health Dept., said, "Lake County 
shouldn't be lulled into a false sense of 
security just because none of last 
year's encephalitis cases occurred 
within county limits. Cook County is 
too close to be ignored." 


POTSIC SAID prevention is very 


important because there is no cure for 
the disease. Once a person has been 
infected, doctors can only provide 
supportive care, to try and stabilize 
the patient's condition and relieve his 
symptoms, Potsic said. 


In the early stages of the disease, 


those symptoms include fatigue, fever 
and a headache. Most patients recov- 
er from those symptoms within a few 
days without harmful effects. How- 
ever, Potsic said, the infection be- 
comes serious if those symptoms per- 
sist and are accompanied by a feeling 
of disorientation, memory lapses, 
tremors or convulsions. 


If the viral infection enters the more 


serious stage, Potsic said, the patient 
may experience permanent damage 
to his kidneys, liver, lungs and brain. 
Approximately 10 per cent of the 
cases are fatal. Most of those cases 
involve infants and the elderly. 


THE COUNTY has already begun 


its prevention program by eliminating 
mosquitos in their breeding places 
while they're still larvae. 


The larvae are killed by spilling a 


small amount of oil on their breeding 
sites to cut off their oxygen supply. 
The oil evaporates in 24 to 48 hours. 


The Illinois Dept. of Public Health 


also is trying to control encephalitis 
by monitoring the birds who transfer 
the disease to -the mosquitos. 


JOHN MOCK, a county entomolog- 


ist, said the cooperation of individuals 
is important because the Culex mos- 
quito, which is the carrier, is "home- 
grown." 


For laying its eggs, the Culex fa- 


vors temporary pools and standing 
water such as flower pots, old tires, 
improperly drained gutters and vases 
holding cut flowers or cuttings. Mock 
suggests a backyard clean-up pro- 
gram to eliminate those breeding 
grounds. 


"Those mosquitos usually never 


travel more than two miles from their 
birthplace, so what you and your 
neighbors do in your own backyard 
will determine the success of pre- 
vention," Mock said. 


Garage owners are advised to spray 


the insides of standing tires with oil. 
Homeowners are advised to use oil, 
never gasoline, if water collects near 
their lawns. 


To eliminate the mosquitos that 


survive these initial efforts, the coun- 
ty and municipalities plan to "fog" 
areas during the critical periods in 
July and August. 


The hearing was to have been on

added, "I pay my own light and gas 
bills. Let those who use the CTA pay 
for it instead of coming out here beg- 
ging." 


Norman Wolf, Lake County Region- 


al P l a n n i n g Commission trans- 
portation chief, said the five-year plan 
was consistent with the county's 
transportation priorities, but he was 
concerned with budget deficits proj- 
ects in future years. 


The deficit projected for fiscal 1977 


is $53 million, Wolf said. 


The planning commission suggests 


transit projects be related to revenues 
and that priorities be set, Wolf said. 


There were several references by 


RTA Board members to the widening 
split between the Chicago and subur- 
ban board members. Suburban board 
members intend to hold approval of 
the budget until Milton Pikarsky is re- 
moved as chairman of the RTA.

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Dunne proposes $3 head tax on employes

A $3 employe head tax on all busi- 


nesses in Cook County and a "Cook 
County Revenue-Sharing Program" 
were proposed Monday by County 
Board Pres. George W. Dunne. 


Hearings will be held within the 


next two weeks on the proposal, which 
would generate $54 million in new rev- 
enue, $36 million of which would be 
given to cities and villages and $18 
million to the county under Dunne's 
proposal. 


The new tax would be imposed us- 


ing the home-rule power granted the 
county under the 1970 Illinois Con- 
stitution. County officials said they 
hope the tax will be approved and go 
into effect Oct. l. 


DUNNE'S PROPOSAL would re- 


quire all businesses in the county with 


more than 15 employes to pay a $3 tax 
for each employe. The tax is identical 
to one which has been in effect in Chi- 
cago for about two years. 


Dunne said Chicago Mayor Richard 


J. Daley has agreed the city would 
repeal its tax, at the time the county 
adopts it, in return for $22.7 million hi 
revenue from the county tax. 


Dunne said the county would get $18 


million for its operating budget under 
the new tax, enough to solve the coun- 
ty's problems with the 1977 budget 
without increasing property taxes. 


Dunne had said last January, when 


the county's 1976 budget was ap- 
proved, the county would need new 
taxes to balance its 1977 budget. Coun- 
ty employes received no cost-of-living 
raises in the 1976 budget. 


DUNNE SAID Monday the new rev- 


enue from the head tax will allow 
cost-of-living raises to county employ- 
es to compensate for the lack of 
raises this year. 


Republican County Comr. Carl Han- 


sen of Mount Prospect raised ques- 
tions about the tax, saying it might 
drive business from the county. 
\ 


Hansen said he is concerned that 


county businesses will follow the ex- 
ample of Chicago businesses since the 
city tax was enacted. Businesses have 
said they would move out of the city. 
"Tt include the county in this tax 
could cause a significant loss of jobs," 
he said. 


•Hansen also said he is concerned 


about possible conflicts which may 
arise -if municipalities in the county 
become dependent on county govern- 
ment for money under the revenue- 
sharing program. 


"I question whether municipalities 


shouldn't decide for themselves what 
their revenue needs are instead of re- 
lying on the county," Hansen said. 


DUNNE SAID he does not believe 


the tax will drive business and in- 
dustry out of the county because, "It 
will be a cost of doing business and 
they will be able to deduct it on their 
federal income tax." 


Dunne said that before proposing 


the head tax he and his staff studied 
the possibility of imposing a stock 
transfer lax or of legalizing off-track 
betting in the county. 


The county first imposed a new tax 


under its home-rule program last year 
when it imposed a liquor tax over the 
objections of the liquor dealers' asso- 
ciations. The liquor tax will bring the 
county an estimated $18 million this 
year.

A U.S. District Court judge Monday 


ruled against Des Plaines in a lawsuit 
that challenged the federal govern- 
ment's approval of the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District's O'Hare Water 
Reclamation Plant. 


In the lawsuit, the city charged that 


a U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency environmental impact study 
was inadequate to ensure the safey of 
residents near the sewage treatment 
plant, which is now under construc- 
tion at the southwest corner of Elm- 
hurst Road and Oakton Street. 


Judge George Leighton ruled in the 


MSD's favor after reviewing the im- 
pact study and briefs filed by the city 
and MSD. 


A SPOKESMAN for Leighton said 


although the lawsuit was not dis- 
missed, the judge's ruling probably 
will have the same effect. 


The judge is expected to outline the 


reasons for his ruling in a written 
opinion that may be prepared in about 
two weeks. 


James Murray, an attorney for the 


MSD. said the judge made the deci- 
sion without conducting a trial. 


"The judge reviewed the briefs and 


the environmental impact study and 
upheld the sufficiency of the impact 
statement," he said. 


Mayor Herbert H. Behrel said he was 


not aware of the judge's ruling, and 
would not comment until he talked 
with Robert Di Leonard!, city corpo- 
ration counsel. DiLeonardi was un- 
available for comment Monday. The 
city could appeal the ruling to the 
U.S. Appellate Court. 


THE CITY HAS been fighting the 


MSD in court since 1966 on the con- 
tention the sewage treatment plant 
will pose a health hazard to residents 
in the area. The city objects to emis- 
sion standards used by the MSD. 


Des Plaines last March lost a battle

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPD —Syrian 


MIG jets strafed Beirut with missiles 
Monday and a column of Damascus' 
tanks and troops pushing across Leba- 
non's central mountains ran into 
heavy rocket and mortar fire from 
Moslem leftists. 


Fierce fighting on four fronts mush- 


roomed the conflict over Syria's inter- 
vention in Lebanon to all-out war.

shells slammed into houses and shops 
throughout the city. 


Beirut's airport, in the middle of a 


no-man's-land of battling guerrillas, 
was closed until further notice, cut- 
ting off the city's contact with the out- 
side world.

tored in Cairo, meantime, said a 
cease-fire was organized in Lebanon's 
civil war to take effect at 11 p.m.

area proposals to:

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Dunne proposes $3 head tax on employes 


by WANDALYN RICE 


A $3 employe head tax on all busi- 


nesses In Cook County and a "Cook 
County Revenue-Sharing Program" 
were proposed Monday by County 
Board Pres. George W. Dunne. 


Hearings will be held within the 


next two weeks on the proposal, which 
would generate $54 million in new rev- 
enue, $38 million of which would be 
given to cities and villages and $18 
million to the county under Dunne's 
proposal. 


The new tax would be imposed us- 


ing the home-rule power granted the 
county under the 1970 Illinois Con- 
stitution. County officials said they 
hope the tax will be approved and go 
Into effect Oct. 1. 


DUNNE'S PROPOSAL would re- 


quire all businesses in the county with 


more than 15 employes to pay a $3 tax 
for each employe. The tax is identical 
to one which has been in effect in Chi- 
cago for about two years. 


Dunne said Chicago Mayor Richard 


J. Daley has agreed the city would 
repeal its tax, at the time the county 
adopts it, in return for $22.7 million in 
revenue from the county tax. 


Dunne said the county would get $18 


million for its operating budget under 
the new tax, enough to solve the coun- 
ty's problems with the 1977 budget 
without increasing property taxes. 


Dunne had said last January, when 


the county's 1976 budget was ap- 
proved, the county would need new 
taxes to balance its 1977 budget. Coun- 
ty employes received no cost-of-living 
raises in the 1976 budget. 


DUNNE SAID Monday the new rev- 


enue from the head tax will allow 
cost-of-living raises to county employ- 
es to compensate for the lack of 
raises this year. 


Republican County Comr. Carl Han- 


sen of Mount Prospect raised ques- 
tions about the tax, saying it might 
drive business from the county. 


Hansen said he is concerned that 


county businesses will follow the ex- 
ample of Chicago businesses since the 
city tax was enacted. Businesses have 
said they would move out of the city. 
"Tt include the county in this tax 
could cause a significant loss of jobs," 
he said. 


Hansen also said he is concerned 


about possible conflicts which may 
arise if municipalities in the county 
become dependent on county govern- 
ment for money under the revenue- 
sharing program. 


"I question whether municipalities 


shouldn't decide for themselves what 
their revenue needs are instead of re- 
lying on the county," Hansen said. 


DUNNE SAID he does not believe 


the tax will drive business and in- 
dustry out of the county because, "It 
will be a cost of doing business and 
they will be able to deduct it on their 
federal income tax." 


Dunne said that before proposing 


the head tax he and his staff studied 
the possibility of imposing a stock 
transfer tax or of legalizing off-track 
betting in the county. 


The county first imposed a new tax 


under its home-rule program last year 
when it imposed a liquor tax over the 
objections of the liquor dealers' asso- 
ciations. The liquor tax will bring the 
county an estimated $18 million this 
year.

Lebanese conflict escalates to war 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPD-Syrian 


MIG jets strafed Beirut with missiles 
Monday and a column of Damascus' 
tanks and troops pushing across Leba- 
non's central mountains ran into 
heavy rocket and mortar fire from 
Moslem leftists. 


Fierce fighting on four fronts mush- 


roomed the conflict over Syria's inter- 
vention in Lebanon to all-out war. 


Rival factions battled in the smok- 


ing streets of the capital and civilians 
ran for cover while mortars and 
shells slammed into houses and shops 
throughout the city. 


Beirut's airport, in the middle of a 


no-man's-land of battling guerrillas, 
was closed until further notice; cut- 
ting off the city's contact with the out- 
side world. 


A Damascus Radio broadcast moni- 


tored in Cairo, meantime, said a 
cease-fire was organized in Lebanon's 
civil war to take effect at 11 p.m. 
Monday (5p.m. EOT) but a Pales- 
tinian spokesman in Cairo discounted 
the report. 


Damascus radio said, "A com- 


mittee is to be set up immediately by 
the PLO (Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization) to take the necessary mea- 
sures for policing the truce. 


Palestinian spokesmen said Syria 


brought two fresh battalions of ar- 
mored troops into Lebanon Monday to 
strengthen the invasion force of 12,000 
men already in the country.

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A feasibility study into a 911 emer- 


gency telephone system was approved 
by the Hoffman Estates Village Board 
Monday night, although trustees are 
skeptical of the system's value. 


The study, to be conducted by the 


Illinois Bell Telephone Co. at no cost 
to the village, will examine the prac- 
ticality of installing the system in 
Hoffman Estates. 


The system allows residents to dial 


911 for emergency services, including 
ambulance, police and fire depart- 
ment. State law requires 911 to be in 
effect by 1980. 


Village Mgr. George Longmeyer 


said the board could authorize the 
study but "that doesn't mean we have 
to activate it." 


TRUSTEE JEANNE Pavey voted 


against the study, saying the state 
legislature was trying to "stuff it 
down our throats." 


Trustee Ralph Lyerla said, "the vil- 


lage has no choice. We've got to do 
it." 


Longmeyer said if the village did 


not approve the study by 1980, the Illi- 
nois Attorney General would direct 
the village to do so. 


Schaumburg and Palatine have re-. 


quested the study, which will better 
coordinate the studies of the overall 
area, he added. 


"WE'LL PROBABLY be the test

Transit agency 
seeks to repave 
Milwaukee Ave.

, Expressway land acquisition and 
road repaying represent the major 
projects planned for the Northwest 
suburbs by the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation, according to the agency's 
$543 million, fiscal 1977 highway con- 
struction plant. 


The building plan, which was un- 


veiled Monday in Springfield, includes 
area proposals to: 


• Acquire right-of-way for the pro- 


p o s e d Elgin-O'Hare Expressway, 
which runs through Schaumburg and 
near Elk Grove Village; ' 


• Widen the bridge which carries 


111. Rte. 72 over 1-90, west of Hoffman 
Estates. 


• Acquire right-of-way for an ex- 


tension of 111. Rte. 53, north of Arling- 
ton Heights, Palatine and 
Buffalo 


Grove. 


• Repave five miles of Milwaukee 


Avenue between Sanders and Lake- 
Cook roads north of Des Plaines and 
Mount Prospect and near Wheeling. 


An IDOT spokesman said the proj- 


ects are part of the department's road 
construction plans which begin July 1. 


HE SAID THE work must first be 


approved by the Illinois General As- 
sembly and Gov. Daniel Walker. 


There are no estimates available on 


the cost or the amount of land to be 
purchased for the right-of-way acqui- 
' sition projects. 


The Milwaukee Avenue repaving 


work will cost an estimated $1.325 
million. 


The bridge project, which will wid- 


en that structure from two to four 
lanes, carries a $2 million price tag, 
an IDOT spokesman said. 


THE LAND ACQUISITION is part 


of a $7 million package for IDOT's 
District 1, which includes all of the 
Chicago Metropolitan area. 


The announcement of the road con- 


struction plan, which is part of 
IDOT's $1.9 billion fiscal 1976-77 budg- 
et, will enable the legislature to begin 
consideration of the entire package. 


House and Senate consideration are 


certain to be protracted affairs with 
legislators attempting to trim spend- 
ing in some areas, while promoting 
projects in their own district. 


A major fight is brewing about $122 


million appropriation for the Regional 
Transportation Authority. Suburban 
Republican members o the House 
have vowed to strip the funds from 
the bill. 


THE SUBURBAN Republicans, who 


have gained some Democratic sup- 
port, see the effort as the only way 
the suburb's can get a fair share of 
funds from the.RTA.

Bond also said the plan will allow

the bulk of the remainder comes from 
the state tax on gasoline. 


Bond said the number of bridges to 


be repaired in the next year is the 
largest ever planned in the state. 
Nearly $43 million is allocated for 
bridge rehabilitiation. The bulk of 
the work is aimed at bridges on town- 
ship or county roads which carry 
school buses. 


The largest portion of the IDOT 


road budget is $10 million for the 
state's share of a bridge between St.

Judge Fitzgerald transferred defense 
and prosecution motions for discovery 
to Judge Phillip Romiti for a ruling 
today. 


Public defenders representing Miss 


Columbo also withdrew two other mo- 
tions to impound tape recordings of 
police radio transmissions and stenog- 
rapher's notes of statements Miss Col- 
umbo made to authorities after her 
May 15 arrest. 


The motion was designed to prevent 


the materials from being altered or 


destroyed, the attorneys said.

Dunne proposes $3 head tax on employes

A $3 employe head tax on all busi- 


nesses in Cook County and a "Cook 
County Revenue-Sharing Program" 
were proposed Monday by County 
Board Pres. George W. Dunne. 


Hearings will be held within the 


next two weeks on the proposal, which 
would generate $54 million in new rev- 
enue, $38 million of which would be 
given to cities and villages and $18 
million to the county under Dunne's 
proposal. 


The new tax would be Imposed us- 


ing the home-rule power granted the 
county under the 1970 Illinois Con- 
stitution. County officials said they 
hope the tax will be approved and go 
into effect Oct. 1. 


DUNNE'S PROPOSAL would re- 


quire all businesses in the county with

more than 15 employes to 'pay a $3 tax 
for each employe. The tax is identical 
to one which has been in effect in Chi; 
cffgo for about two years. 


Dunne said Chicago Mayor Richard 


J. Daley has agreed the city would 
repeal its tax, at the time the county 
adopts It, in return for $22.7 million in 
revenue from the county tax. 


Dunne said the county would get $18 


million for its operating budget under 
the new tax, enough to solve the coun- 
ty's problems with the 1977 budget 
without increasing property taxes. 


Dunne had said last January, when 


the county's 1976 budget was ap- 
proved, the county would need new 
taxes to balance its 1977 budget. Coun- 
ty employes received no cost-of-living 
raises in the 1976 budget. 


DUNNE SAID Monday the new rev-

Republican County Comr. Carl Han-

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Watson backs 
strong manager 
government plan

James E. Watson, former Rolling 


Meadows city manager has endorsed 
passage of Saturday's referendum to 
adopt a strong manager form of gov- 
ernment. 


In a letter dated June 4, Watson 


r e c o m m e n d s residents adopt the 
strong manager-city council system, 
calling it a "more efficient, effective" 
system which can "stay divorced 
from political Influence." 


At the same time Watson said he 


recommends retaining the ward sys- 
tem of representation and electing 
two aldermen per ward to provide for 
what he calls "full representation." 


REACHED MONDAY in Olney, 111., 


where he is the city manager, Watson 
said he wrote the letter solely to en- 
dorse the strong manager government 
concept. 


"I almost thought it would sound 


like I was getting into a political thing 
which I was not," Watson said. "Real- 
ly, the only thing I want to do is say I 
support the strong manager form of 
government. I think it is the best 
form." 


Watson, who lived in the city for 20 


years and served as a 1st Ward alder- 
man and city manager, added that 
"some things would have been differ- 
ent" in his managerial term had the 
strong manager concept been in ef- 
fect. 


"I just feel it's a good form of gov- 


ernment and would be good for Roll- 
ing Meadows," he said. 


THE LETTER is the first public 


statement from the 58-year-old former 
city manager since his resignation in 
October. Watson, who had been the 
city's manager since 1969, resigned 
under fire for errors in the city's 1975- 
76 budget which cost an estimated 
$200,000 loss in tax revenue. 


The city has been without a man- 


ager since Watson's resignation. 
Charles Green, administrative assist- 
ant, has been serving as acting city 
manager. 


Watson was hired April 1 as the city 


manager of Olney, a community of 
10,000 located 180 miles south of Chi- 
cago. 


Watson resigned amid speculation 


that Mayor Roland J. Meyer had re- 
quested his resignation, although nei- 
ther would comment on the rumors.

WATSON'S DEPARTURE promp- 


ted aldermen to push for a referen- 
dum asking voters to adopt a strong 
manager form of government which 
would give the manager, now chiefly 
an administrator, power to appoint 
department heads. 


Those appointment powers cur- 


rently rest with the mayor. 


The referendum, delayed for sev- 


eral months, will be held Saturday. 


"I am a firm believer in the city 


manager form of government and 
highly recommend that you vote your 
approval of it for Rolling Meadows," 
Watson's letter states. 


"IT IS IMPOSSIBLE for any man- 


ager to sit in on the daily problems 
that arise and, having a first hand 
view of the problems, be without the 
authority to take necessary action to 
handle or correct while remaining the 
one person held responsible." 


"It is also impossible for a manager 


to effectively control and direct de- 
partment heads over whom he has 
little authority since they, under the 
present setup, receive their appoint- 
ment and dismissal from the mayor 
with the consent of the council," the 
letter states. 


"I believe the City of Rolling Mead- 


ows can justify a council of 10 alder- 
men in order to effectively maintain 
the representation of'the electorate," 
it continues. 


"It is also my opinion that even 


with a council of 10 aldermen, the ad- 
ministration of various departments 
by committees should be discontinued 
upon passage of the strong manager 
form of government.

projects planned for the Northwest 
suburbs by the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation, according to the agency's

area proposals to: 


• Acquire right-of-way for the pro- 


p o s e d Elgin-O'Hare Expressway, 
which runs through Schaumburg and 
near Elk Grove Village; 


• Widen the bridge which carries 


111. Rte. 72 over 1-90, west of Hoffman 
Estates. 


• Acquire right-of-way for an ex- 


tension of 111. Rte. 53, north of Arling- 
ton Heights, Palatine and 
Buffalo 


Grove. 


• Repave five miles of Milwaukee 


Avenue between Sanders and Lake- 
Cook roads north of Des Plaines and 
Mount Prospect and near Wheeling. 


An 1DOT spokesman said the proj- 


ects are part of the department's road 
construction plans which begin July 1. 


ME SAID THE work must first be 


approved by the Illinois General As- 
sembly and Gov. Daniel Walker. 


There are no estimates available on

In announcing the IDOT program, 


Langhorne Bond, secretary of the Illi- 
nois Dept. of Transportation, said the 
construction proposal is the "largest 
in the nation for the second straight 
year." 


Bond also said the plan will allow 


Illinois to complete its 1,707 mile 
share of the federal Interstate High- 
way system by June 30,1977. 


He said that of the $543 million, 


$245,9 million is federal funds while 
the bulk of the remainder comes from 
the state tax on gasoline. 


Bond said the number of bridges to 


be repaired in the next year is the 
largest ever planned in the state. 
Nearly $43 million is allocated for 
bridge rehabilitiation. 
The bulk of 


the work is aimed at bridges on town- 
ship or county roads which carry 
school buses. 


The largest portion of the IDOT 


road budget is $10 million for the 
state's share of a bridge between St. 
Louis and Monroe County, just south 
of East St. Louis.

Township holds Bridge funding 


A decision on funding the alterna- 


tive and health services programs op- 
erated by the Bridge Youth Services 
Bureau was deferred Monday night by 
the Palatine Township Board of Audi- 
tors.

asked the board to table action on 
both programs until June 28. Town- 
ship officials have set a June 16 meet- 
ing with Bridge counselors to clear 
the air over what is termed a lack of 
communication between the bureau 
and the board. 


Olsen said the town board has split 


into two factions over whether the 


township should fund the alternative 
school counseling program for $16,000, 
and the health services program, for 
$10,000. 


He said it was necessary to elimi- 


nate the split and to have good com- 
munications between the board and 
Bridge personnel. 


The alternative school program, an 


in-depth counseling service to trou- 
bled or problem students in Palatine 
Township High School Dist. 211, drew 
criticism from auditors Charles Zim- 
merman and John Serio over whether 
the township or Dist. 211 should pro- 
vide the service, and whether the pro- 


gram was duplicating existing ser- 
vices. 


Zimmerman also questioned wheth- 


er the town board should approve spe-

connection with the health services 
program, which provides cdunseling 
for a variety of health problems, in- 
cluding pregnancies and venereal dis- 
ease.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPD —Syrian 


MIG jets strafed Beirut with missiles 
Monday and, a column of Damascus' 
tanks and troops pushing across Leba- 
non's central mountains ran 
into 


heavy rocket and 'mortar fire from 
Moslem leftists. 


Fierce fighting on four fronts mush- 


roomed the conflict over Syria's inter- 
vention in Lebanon to all-out war. 


Rival factions battled in the smok- 


ing streets of the capital and civilians 
ran for cover while mortars and 
shells slammed into houses and shops 


throughout the city. 


Beirut's airport, in the middle of af 


no-man's-land of battling guerrillas, 
was closed until further notice, cut- 
ting off the city's contact with the out- 
side world. 


A Damascus Radio broadcast moni- 


tored in Cairo, meantime, saidx a 
cease-fire was organized in Lebanon's 
civil war to take effect at 11 p.m. 
Monday (5p.m. EDT) but a Pales- 
tinian spokesman in Cairo discounted 
the report. 


Damascus 
radio said, "A com- 


mittee is to be set up immediately by 
the PLO (Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization) to take the necessary mea- 
sures for policing the truce. 


Palestinian spokesmen said Syria 


brought two fresh battalions of ar- 
mored troops into Lebanon Monday to 
strengthen the invasion force of 12,000 
men already in the country. Rightist 
and independent sources could not 
confirm the report, however.

$600 water system fee 
urged for new residents 


A $600 service connection fee for 


new users to hook into the village wa- 
ter system is needed to provide funds 
for future water system improve- 
ments. Palatine Village Mgr. Anton 
H. Harwig said Monday night. 


Harwig told the village board's 


planning, building and zoning com- 
mittee the current $150 fee to install 
water meters to new users is the only 
charge to connect to the system. He 
said the actual average cost of adding 
a unit to the system is about $700. 


Harwig said funds to provide im- 


provements and maintenance of the 
water system currently are provided 
in the water rate fee structure, but he 
noted that a growth in the village 
population will require more wells or 
storage capacity. By charging new 
users a fee, funds can be established 
to provide for expansion of the system 
without charging current residents, he 
said. 


"IT'S A philosophical issue." Har- 


wig said. "Should the present user 
pay for new wells, or should the new 
users pay?" Residents have paid for 
the system as it exists today. All fu- 
ture needs will be based on future 
growth, he said.

Dunne proposes $3 head tax on employes 


by WANDALYN RICE 


A $3 employe head tax on all busi- 


nesses in Cook County and a "Cook 
County Revenue-Sharing Program" 
were proposed Monda'y by County 
Board Pres. George W. Dunne. 


Hearings will be held within the 


next two weeks on the proposal, which 
would generate $54 million in new rev- 
enue, $36 million of which would be 
given to cities and villages and $18 
million to the county under Dunne's 
proposal. 


The new tax would be imposed us- 


ing the home-rule power granted the 
county under the 1970 Illinois Con- 
stitution. County officials said they 
hope the tax will be approved and go 
into effect Oct. 1. 


DUNNE'S PROPOSAL would re- 


quire all businesses in the county with 


more than IS employes to pay a $3 tax 
for each employe. The tax is identical 
to one which has been in effect in Chi- 
cago for about two years. 


Dunne said Chicago Mayor Richard 


J. Daley has agreed the city would 
repeal its tax, at the time the county 
adopts it, in return for $22.7 million in 
revenue from the county tax. 


Dunne said the county would get $13 


million for its operating budget under 
the new tax, enough to solve the coun- 
ty's problems with the 1977 budget 
without increasing property taxes. 


Dunne had said last January, when 


the county's 1976 budget was ap- 
proved, the county would need new 
taxes to balance its 1977 budget. Coun- 
ty employes received no cost-of-living 
raises in the 1976 budget. 


DUNNE SAID Monday the new rev- 


enue from the head tax will allow 
cost-of-living raises to county employ- 
es to compensate for the lack of 
raises this year. 


Republican County Comr. Carl Han- 


sen of Mount Prospect raised ques- 
tions about the tax, saying it might 
drive business from the county. 


Hansen said he is concerned that 


county businesses will follow the ex- 
ample of Chicago businesses since the 
city tax was enacted. Businesses have 
said they would move out of the city. 
"Tt include the county in this tax 
could cause a significant loss of jobs," 
he said. 


Hansen also said he is concerned 


about possible conflicts which may 
arise if municipalities in the county 
become dependent on county govern- 
ment for money under the revenue- 
sharing program. 


"I question whether municipalities 


shouldn't decide for themselves what 
their revenue needs are instead of re- 
lying on the county," Hansen said. 


DUNNE SAID he does not believe 


the tax will drive business and in- 
dustry out of the county because, "It 
will be a cost of doing business and 
they will be able to deduct it on their 
federal income tax." 


Dunne said that before proposing 


the head tax he and his staff studied 
the possibility of imposing a stock 
transfer tax or of legalizing off-track 
betting in the county. 


The county first imposed a new tax 


under its home-rule program last year 
when it imposed a liquor tax over the 
objections of the liquor dealers' asso- 
ciations. The liquor tax will bring the 
county an estimated $18 million this 
year.

Right-of-way, resurfacing top list 
State tells area road work plan

Expressway land acquisition and ' 


road repaying represent the major 
projects planned for the Northwest 
suburbs by the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation, according to the agency's 
$543 million, fiscal 1977 highway con- 
struction plant. 


The building plan, which was un- 


veiled Monday in Springfield, includes 
area proposals to: 


• Acquire right-of-way for the pro- 


p o s e d Elgin-O'Hare Expressway, 
which runs through Schaumburg and 
near Elk Grove Village; 


• Widen the bridge which carries 


111. Rte, 72 over 1-90, west of Hoffman 
Estates. 


• Acquire right-of-way for an ex- 


tension of 111. Rte. 53, north of Arling- 
ton Heights, Palatine and Buffalo 
Grove. 


• Repaye five miles of Milwaukee 


Avenue between Sanders and Lake- 
Cook roads north of Des Plaines and 
Mount Prospect and near Wheeling. 


An IDOT spokesman said the proj- 


ects are part of the department's road 
construction plans which begin July 1. 


HE SAID THE work must first be 


approved by the Illinois General As- 
sembly and Gov. Daniel Walker. 


There are no estimates available on 


the cost or the amount of land to be 
purchased for the right-of-way acqui- 
sition projects. 


The Milwaukee Avenue repaving 


work will cost an estimated $1.325 
million. 


The bridge project, which will wid- 


en that structure from two to four 
lanes, carries a $2 million price tag, 
an IDOT spokesman said. 


THE LAND ACQUISITION is part 


of a $7 million package for IDOT's

road budget is $10 million for the 
state's share of a bridge between St. 
Louis and Monroe County, just south 
of East St. Louis. 
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Hearing on $322,000 park budget today 


The Prospect Heights Park Board 


will conduct a special public hearing 
tonight on its proposed $322,704.21 
budget for the current 1976-77 fiscal 
year. 


The public hearing will be held at 8 


p.m. at the Gary Morava Recreation 
Center, 110 W. Camp McDonald Rd. 


The park board is expected to ap- 


prove the budget after hearing ques- 
tions and comments from park 
dis- 


trict residents. 


Park district residents will pay 


about $10 more in taxes to support the 
proposed budget, which reflects the 
additional expense of operating the 
new Morava recreation center, paying 
a first full payment on bonds that 
were sold to finance the center's con- 
struction, and the levying of new po- 
lice and museum taxes. 


LAST YEAR'S $190,591.82 park dis- 


trict budget was supported by a tax 
rate of 51.7 cents per $100 equalized 
assessed valuation 


The tax rate will increase to 62.4 


cents per $100 assessed valuation dur- 
ing the current fiscal year, which be- 
gan April 1, to support the proposed 
budget. 


The 10.7 cent increase will mean a 


park district resident with a house as- 
sessed at $10,000 will pay about $62 in 
annual taxes instead of $51 paid to the 
district last year. 


This year, the district will pay out 


$141,513.75 in its first full payment on 
the bonds sold as a result of a suc- 
cessful 1974 referendum on the new 


recreation center. The district paid 
$92,424.82 on the bonds in 1975-76. 


THE DISTRICT also will set aside 


$9,250 in a special police fund to cover 
the cost of contracting for extra se- 
curity service from the City of Pros- 
pect Heights. 


The park district also will receive

Dunne proposes $3 head tax on employes 


by WANDALYN RICE 


A $3 employe head tax on all busi- 


nesses in Cook County and a "Cook 
County Revenue-Sharing 
Program" 


were proposed Monday by County 
Board Pres. George W. Dunne. 


Hearings will be held within the 


next two weeks on the proposal, which 
would generate $54 million in new rev- 
enue, $36 million of which would be 
given to cities and villages and $18 
million to the county under Dunne's 
proposal. 


The new tax would be imposed us- 


ing the home-rule power granted the 
county under the 1970 Illinois Con- 
stitution. County officials said they 
hope the tax will be approved and go 
into effect Oct. 1. 


DUNNE'S PROPOSAL would re- 


quire all businesses in the county with 


GOOD /v, 


more than 15 employes to pay a $3 tax 
for each employe. The tax is identical 
to one which has been in effect in Chi- 
cago for about two years. 


Dunne said Chicago Mayor Richard 


J. Daley has agreed the city would 
repeal its tax, at the time the county 
adopts it, in return for $22.7 million in 
revenue fronj the county tax. 


Dunne said the county would get $18 


million for its operating budget under 
the new tax, enough to solve the coun- 
ty's problems with the 1977 budget 
without increasing property taxes. 


Dunne had said last January, when 


the county's 1976 budget was ap- 
proved, the county would need new 
taxes to balance its 1977 budget. Coun- 
ty employe's received no cost-of-living 
raises in the 1976 budget. 


DUNNE SAID Monday the new rev- 


enue from the head tax will allow 
cost-of-living raises to county employ- 
es to compensate for the lack of 
raises this year. 


Republican County Comr. Carl Han- 


sen of Mount Prospect raised ques- 
tions about the tax, saying it might 
drive business from the county. 


Hansen said he is. concerned that 


county businesses will follow the ex- 
ample of Chicago businesses since the 
city tax was enacted. Businesses have 
said they would move out of the city. 
"Tt include the county in this tax 
could cause a significant loss of jobs," 
he said. 


Hansen also said he is concerned 


about possible conflicts which may 
arise if municipalities in the county 
become dependent on county govern- 
ment for money under the revenue- 
sharing program, 


"I question whether municipalities 


shouldn't decide for themselves what 
their revenue needs are instead of re- 
lying on the county," Hansen said. 


DUNNE SAID he does not believe 


the tax will drive business and in- 
dustry out of the county because, "It 
will be a cost of doing business and 
they will be able to deduct it on their 
federal income tax." 


Dunne said that before proposing 


the head tax he and his staff studied 
the possibility of imposing a stock 
transfer tax or of legalizing off-track 
betting in the county. 


The county first imposed a new tax 


under its home-rule program last year 
when it imposed a liquor tax over the 
objections of the liquor dealers' asso- 
ciations. The liquor tax will bring the 
county an estimated $18 million this 
year.

Friday and Saturday. 


NEITHER STATE nor local curfew 


regulations have been enforced since 
October 1975 when the Second Dist. 
Appellate Court of Illinois ruled cur- 
few laws were unconstitutional, say- 
ing they restricted freedom of move-

is that the village would then be re- 
sponsible for its prosecution," Siegel 
said. 


If a person is arrested under a state 


statute, the prosecution is left up to 
the state's attorney, Siegel said. 


"With a local ordinance, we would 


be more in control of the situation," 
he said. 


The curfew regulations were recom- 


mended by the Zero Vandalism Com- 
mittee in hopes that summertime van- 
dalism will be reduced. 


LAST YEAR one-third of the home- 


owners in Arlington Heights were af- 
fected by vandalism, Trustee Robert 
Miller reported. 


"The problems are starting already 


'with the warm weather. The police re- 
ported more than 20 acts of vandalism 
over the weekend," Miller said. 


Both police and parents are in favor 


of curfew laws to help deter van- 
dalism, he said. 


The board of trustees also showed 


support for the antivandalism com- 
mittee's recommendation that the vil- 
lage pass a local ordinance saddling 
parents with the responsibility for 
acts of vandalism committed by their 
children.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPD —Syrian 


MI6 jets strafed Beirut with missiles 
Monday and a column of Damascus' 
tanks and troops pushing across Leba- 
non's central mountains ran into 
heavy rocket and mortar fire from 
Moslem leftists. 


Fierce fighting on four fronts mush- 


roomed the conflict over Syria's inter- 
vention in Lebanon to all-out war. 


Rival factions battled in the smok- 


ing streets of the capital and civilians 
ran for cover -while mortars and 
shells slammed into houses and shops 


throughout the city. 


Beirut's airport, in the middle of a 


no-man's-land of battling guerrillas, 
was closed until further notice, cut- 
ting off the city's contact with the out- 
side world.

Expressway land acquisition and 


road repaying represent the major 
projects planned for the Northwest 
suburbs by the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation, according to the agency's 
$543 million, fiscal 1977 highway con- 
struction plant. 


The building plan, which was un- 


veiled Monday in Springfield, includes 
area proposals to: 


• Acquire right-of-way for the pro- 


p o s e d Elgin-O'Hare Expressway, 
which runs through Schaumburg and 
near Elk Grove Village; 


• Widen the bridge which carries 


111. Rte. 72 over 1-90, west of Hoffman 
Estates. 


• Acquire right-of-way for an ex- 


tension of 111. Rte. 53, north of Arling- 
ton Heights, Palatine and 
Buffalo 


Grove. 


• Repave five miles of Milwaukee 


Avenue between Sanders and Lake- 
Cook roads north of Des Plaines and 
Mount Prospect and near Wheeling. 


An IDOT spokesman said the proj- 


ects are part of the department's road 
construction plans which begin July 1. 


HE SAID THE work must first be 


approved by the Illinois General As- 
sembly and Gov. Daniel Walker. 


There are no estimates available on 


the cost or the amount of land to be 
purchased for the right-of-way acqui- 
sition projects. 


The Milwaukee Avenue repaving 


work will cost an estimated $1.325 
million. 


The bridge project, which Will wid-

59 residents who filed unit dis- 
trict petitions should pay for legal ad- 
vice. 


Canupp's resolution to drop the law 


firm was defeated 5 to 2. Canupp and 
fellow member Paul Kucharski voted 
to support the resolution. 


The board unanimously passed a 


resolution to cooperate in providing 
citizens "with all the pertinent facts" 


concerning the formation of a unit dis- 
trict. 


High School Dist. 214 has voiced op- 


position to a unit district, which would 
separate Elk Grove and Forest View 
high schools, from the district and 
place them under Dist. 59 control. 


BOARD PRES. Judith Zanca said 


Dist. 59 Atty. Frank Hines has not 
seen the entire Scott opinion but has 
told her that in his opinion board ex- 
penditures before a public hearing on 
a unit district are legal. Mrs. Zanca 
said Hines will report further to the 
board after he studies the opinion. 


Kucharski said he called Scott's of- 


fice and talked to William Wallin, a 
staff member, who said, "In no uncer- 
tain terms, any action toward that 
(unit district) study that involves citi- 
zens funds is in Scott's opinion ille- 
gal." 


Mrs. Zanca said Hines based his 


opinion on information from the Illi- 
nois Office of Education. The school 
board always has operated under the 
guidelines of the IOE, she said. 


"Scott has one opinion and the IOE 


has another opinion. We (the board) 
operate under the opinion of the IOE, 
and until you get into a court of law, 
you just have two different opinions," 
Mrs. Zanca said.

Columbo pleads innocent 


to triple murder charge

Patricia Columbo pleaded innocent 


Monday to an indictment charging her 
with the murders last month of her 
father, mother and brother in their 
Elk Grove Village home. 


Through her attorneys, Miss Colum- 


bo, 19, entered the plea during an ar- 
raignment before presiding Criminal 
Court Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald. 


A county grand jury last week in- 


dicted the former Elk Grove High 
School student with six counts of mur- 
der and three other counts alleging 
conspiracy and solicitation to commit 
murder. 


The Columbos — Frank, 42, Mary, 


40, and Michael, 13 — were found 
shot, stabbed and bludgeoned to death 
May 7 in their home, 55 E. Brantwood 
Ave. 


DURING A BRIEF court session, 


Judge Fitzgerald transferred defense 
and prosecution motions for discovery 


to Judge Phillip Romiti for a ruling 
today. 


Public defenders representing Miss 


Columbo also withdrew two other mo- 
tions to impound tape recordings of 
police radio transmissions and stenog- 
rapher's notes of statements Miss Col- 
umbo made to authorities after her 
May 15 arrest. 


The motion was designed to prevent 


the materials from being altered or 
destroyed, the attorneys said.

said the state's attorney's office, how- 
ever, had complied with the request 
and the materials have been turned 
over to the defense. 


The contents of the tapes and notes 


were not revealed because of Judge 
Fitzgerald's May 25 order barring at- 
torneys from discussing the case with 
the news media.
